LONDON - Israeli and 
Palestinian officials yesterday 
wound up two days of inconclusive 
talks in London with US Secretary 
• of State Madeleine Albright, with 
Israeli officials relieved they had 
averted a clash with the US. 

While the London meetings did 
not achieve an agreement on the 
second redeployment in the West 
Bank, Albright announced that 
President Bill Ginton would invite 
the Israeli and Palestinian delega¬ 
tions to launch accelerated final-sta¬ 
tus talks in Washington next 
Monday if a redeployment agree¬ 
ment is achieved in die interim, 
“based on die American ideas." 

Prime Minister Binyamin 
Netanyahu told die Likud Centra] 
Committee last night, imrmdiately 
after returning from London, that he 
plans to go to Washington "to 
achieve peace and security." 

Diplomatic sources told Itim last 
night that in the talks with the 
Americans, an agreement was 
reached to include discussions on 
die third pullback in the final-status 
talks. 


According to the sources, the only- 
issue that remains is ihe extradition 
of terrorists to Israel. The US con¬ 
tends they should serve their prison 
sentence in Palestinian jails. 

Israeli officials were satisfied they 
had persuaded the US to expand the 
scope of the negotiations and 
include the issues of security 
arrangements and the machinery to 
verify Palestinian compliance with

Before leaving London, 
Netanyahu said: “We've made 
progress, even considerable 
progress, in several important areas, 
but we have not dosed all the gaps." 

Reiterating his continuing' con¬ 
cerns about security and reciprocity, 
he said he was "still hopeful that the 
peace process will move forward.... 
We have Che determination to work 
vigorously toward a solution." 


Speaking after meeting British 
Prime Minister Tony Blair at 10 
Downing Street Palestinian 
Authority Chairman Yasser Arafat 
said Albright had reported progress 
and he said he was determined to 
continue with the peace process, 
“despite obstacles and difficulties 
caused by the Israeli government" 

He would not characterize the 
London talks as a failure. 

“Time is needed to achieve an 
agreement" he said. 

In her closing remarks. Albright 
described the London talks as "seri¬ 
ous and constructive.” There had 
been progress "across the board," 
but “some critical aspects need to be 
discussed," she said. 

She noted that this is "a strategic 
opportunity to put the peace process 
back on track and we cannot afford 
to lose it" 

During the two days of talks, she 
had “good meetings" with 
Netanyahu for a total of some six 
hours and said he had been "very 
helpful and constructive across a 
whole- range of issues. He is going 
back to Israel to talk to his cabinet’

Prime Minister Binyamin 
Netanyahu took a serious risk when 
he agreed to attend this week’s 
London meetings and will be taking 
an even bigger one if he accepts 
Secretary of State Madeleine 
Albright's invitation to meet her 
again in Washington 
next week. 

Normally, diplo¬ 
matic events of such 
magnitude are initiat¬ 
ed only when all the 
loose ends have been 
tied together by subordinate offi¬ 
cials and die way is clear for high- 
profile, media-hyped agreements. 

Bur that did not happen in 
advance of Netanyahu's talks in 
the British capital and he is the last 
person to have been surprised by 
the consequences. 

The prime minister found him¬ 
self in the throes of a no-holds- 
baired negotiation with Albright 
herself and had to leave her 
empty-handed. He could not go 
beyond his cabinet's decision to 
withdraw from no more than nine 
percent of the West Bank still 
under Israel’s control. 

Albright, meanwhile, implied that 
there is no point in Netanyahu and 
Palestinian Authority Chairman 
Yasser Arafat having their next 
meeting in Washington unless both 
were prepared to adopt the American 
proposal for a West Bank redeploy¬ 
ment This is generally understood 
mean redeployment from 13.1% of 
the territory under discussion. 

The invitation to Washington 
“is a conditional invitation on the 
basis of agreement, on the basis of 
our ideas.” 

She noted that Arafat has 
“accepted our ideas in principle,” 
and left Netanyahu little, if any, 
room to maneuver.

Panel: CGS decision taking too long

The Knesset Foreign Affairs and 
Defense Committee, chaired by 
MK Uzi Landau (Likud;, sent a let¬ 
ter of protest yesterday to Defense 
Minister Yitzhak Mordechai urging 
the immediate conclusion of tire 
appointment process for the new 
chief of general staff and blasting 
Mordechai for ignoring requests he 
talk to landau about it. 

Committee members said the 
appointment procedure had gone 
on too long and any longer would 
only cause further harm. 

Mordechai and Prime Minister 
Binyamin Netanyahu are expected 
to make a decision on the new the 
chief of general staff today, Israel 
Radio reported last night 

Outgoing Chief of Genera) Staff 
Lt-Gen. Amnon Lipkin-Shahak 
told the committee that the current 
appointment procedure negatively 
affects the IDF and general staff. 

“Jl is a strange procedure, which 
in tiie eyes of the youth observing 
it is incomprehensible, to say the 
least” Shahak reportedly said dur¬ 
ing the committee meeting. 

Landau said he is looking into 
the possibility of legislative 
changes regarding the appoint¬ 
ment procedure of the chief of 
general staff. 


However, .several MKs rejected 
this possibility. MK Dan Meridor 
said (here is no need to change 
legislation involving a Basic Law 
over one case. MKs Benny 
(Ze’ev) Begin (Likud). Haggai 
Merom (Labor) and Rian Cohen 
(Meretz) said It would increase 
politicization of the IDF and lead 
to a flood of requests from gener¬ 
als and brigadier generals to be 
considered for the post. 

Merom joked it could lead to 
“primary elections in the EDF.” 

Landau said the appointment 
should be made immediately “in a 
pertinent and proper procedure 
based on reasonable considera¬ 
tions." 

Mordechai told the Knesset on 
Monday that “a chief of general 
staff will be appointed who is suit¬ 
able for the IDF. Too much is 
being said which in my opinion is 
not worthy of comment. The deci¬ 
sions will be pertinent, according 
to needs, and by the authorized 
bodies. There is a defense minis¬ 
ter. There is a prime minister. 
There is a government and just as 
they are authorized to take diffi¬ 
cult decisions in many fields, they 
will also decide in a closed forum 
on the appointment of the chief of 
genera] staff.” At the outset of yes¬ 
terday's meeting, MKs Yossi Sand 


(Meretz) and On Orr (Labor) both 
criticized the interview published 
in Yediot Aharonot with Brig.- 
Gen. Yaacov Amidror, head of the 
military intelligence research divi¬ 
sion, in which be was quoted mak¬ 
ing harsh statements about the sec¬ 
ular public. 


Sand said that if, as reports sug¬ 
gest, Amidror-is being considered 
as a possible bead of military intel¬ 
ligence, the interview “tirade it 
problematic and perhaps impossi¬ 
ble. It is doubtful a person with so

Panel approves CGS candidates

The Civil Service Commission Panel examining 
die two candidates for IDF chief pf general staff 
have thrown the decision back into tiie hands of 
Defense Minister Yitzhak Mordechai and Prime 
Minister Binyamin Netanyahu. 

The committee notified them that both Maj.-Gen. 
Shanl Mofaz and Maj.-Gen. Matan Vilna’i are wor¬ 
thy of replacing Lt—Gen. Amnon Lapkin Shahak. 

“The decision of which of the two candidates to 
chose as chief of general staff is entirely m tiie 
hands of the government, according to tile recom¬ 
mendation of the minister of defense,” the panel 
wrote in a letter to Netanyahu. 

Netanyahu and Mordechai sent die matter before 
the panel, which was to make sure that no out was 
being appointed for personal, business or political 
reasons. The committee noted it was not requested 
to rii'o-ngg the talents nor the professionalism of tie 
candidates 


Mordechai. whose is coming under increasing 
pressure over his choice for the next chef of gener¬ 
al staff, has repeated that no lobby can influence his 

decis io n. “I think that some.of the pressure that has 
been initiated by various people is needless and 
shouldn’t be. I am certain this is not what will influ¬ 
ence my choice of the next chief of general staff,” 
Mordechai said. 

Mordechai, who reportedly has chosen Mofaz, 
aicn said he would clarify the reasons for his choice 
after he is approved. 

Mordechai also said his steps were coordinated 
with Netanyahu, who reportedly backs Vflna’i, and 
that be. would meet with the prime minister after be 
returned from London and they would bring a joint 
recommendation to the government for approval. 

Mordechai had wanted to bring his recommenda¬ 
tion to tiie cabinet oa Sunday, but for reasons not 
yet clear Netanyahu asked to meet a second time 
with both candidates and delay the decision until be 
returned from London. 
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“"Watering them down is not in 
the works,” die said. The US would 
“reexamine our approach to the 
Middle East peace process” if Israel 
does not follow the American lead. 

Netanyahu had planned to fly to. 
be in the US soon anyway and 
would have wel¬ 
comed a date in 
Washington 
with the secre¬ 
tary of state. But 
to be readmitted 
to the State 
Department he will probably have 
to offer much more than his coali¬ 
tion can tolerate. 

Now, Netanyahu must decide 
whether it is worth trying to talk Ids 
ministerial colleagues into recon¬ 
sidering their position, if only to 
avoid an across-the-board con¬ 
frontation with the Gimmi admin¬ 
istration. 

The alternative is to interpret 
Albright’s rhetoric as being much 
less apocalyptical than it may seem. 

Netanyahu may opt for a 
Washington round in the belief 
that the powerful support Israel 
enjoys in die US Congress, the 
Jewish community and influential 
elements of the mass media will 
reduce the State Department’s 
ability to pressure him. 

Ironically, a seasoned 
Palestinian observer judged that 
Netanyahu “won a victory” in 
London by successfully holding to 
his concept of “his country’s secu¬ 
rity requirements.” 

Arafat was depicted as the “loser” 
because he emerged from the dis¬ 
cussions without anything tangible, 
other chan that tiie PA and US see 
eye to eye on the territorial issue. 

But that can be construed as no 
mean accomplishment, at least in 
Western eyes.

Arad family faults gov’t efforts to find him

The family of missing navigator 
Ron Arad yesterday expressed 
anger and disappointment at the 
government’s failure to bring Arad 
back or even to ascertain whether 
he is dead or alive. 

“Everyone asks: Is Ron dead? Is 
he alive? I don’t know the answer, 
and it’s hard. It’s hard because 
everything we were brought up on 
was based on not leaving a soldier 
out there," Arad’s brother. Hen 
Arad, said yesterday at the rally 
marking Arad’s 40th birthday in 
Tel Aviv's Irani Alef high school. 

“It’s hard because you see the 


helplessness of the state you 
believe is omnipotent,” he added. 

-The rally was attended by Arad’s 
mother Batya Arad and bis broth¬ 
ers Hen and Dudu. Deputy Prime 
Minister and Tourism Minister 
Moshe Katsav replaced Prime 
Minister Binyamin Netanyahu, 
who had been scheduled to attend 
but was in London. 

Arad was shot down in Lebanon 
12 years ago and, as long as he is 
missing, his .family feels the gov¬ 
ernment is not doing enough to 
bring him back. 

“The fact is, Ron isn’t here. So 
we’re angry. Does drat make any. 
difference to Ron? He’s not here 


and bis status is not clear,” Hen 
Arad said. 

He told the hundreds of school 
pupils “there are guys here who 
tomorrow will go to the army and I 
hope tiie next time a senior com¬ 
mander lectures pupils he won’t 
say ‘it will be alright’ but ‘make it 
alright' I hope there’ll be some 
activity more real titan declara¬ 
tions.” 

Yoske Harari, chairman of the 
Association to Free Ron Arad, 
blamed the government and intel¬ 
ligence services for Arad’s contin¬ 
ued absence. Harari said he was 
certain “Ron is alive, and that’s 
why it hurts me much more. 


Apparently not all of ns are doing 
what we should be doing." 

Harari said in the past two years 
tire association appealed directly 
to world public opinion instead of 
the govemmenL He said the miss¬ 
ing navigator's birthday was 
narked yesterday in 800 different 
places worldwide. 

At tire end of the rally scores of 
bine and white balloons were 
floated upwards. An air force 
formation consisting of throe 
instead of four Phantoms - to 
mark Arad’s missing plane 
which was shot down in 
Lebanon on October 16, 1986 - 
passed above. 


PM: I’m inflexible when it comes to security

Prime Minister Binyamin 
Netanyahu proudly declared yes¬ 
terday that negotiations with him 
“are difficult Yes, I am not flexi¬ 
ble when it comes to Israel’s secu¬ 
rity. Rumors to that effect are 
100% true." 

Addressing a meeting of the 
Likud Central Committee imme¬ 
diately after returning from 
London, Netanyahu reported that 
“progress had been made in both 
the spheres of peace and security” 
in his talks in the British capital. 


“We did not only deal with per¬ 
centages and die second phase of 
redeployment but with a broad 
tapestry of issues,” be said. 

After being greeted with tumul¬ 
tuous applause and several rendi¬ 
tions of the Likud elections jingle, 
Netanyahu elicited even more 
cheers when he told them that he 
is ready to “be flexible where pos¬ 
sible and to be obstinate where 
necessary. I am willing to bear 
new ideas and I introduced some 
new ernes myself. I try to convince 
and am ready to listen. 

“But I will not be flexible when 


Israel's security is at stake. Here I 
must stand my ground. We came 
to power when we spoke of peace 
through security and no one will 
sidetrack us from these criteria.” 

Sounding upbeat, he asserted that 
“despite the difficulties we w31 
achieve peace - no one but us can 
attain real peace.” Speaking about 
the recent infernal sortie, Netanyahu 
said he plans “to bring proposals to 
the government on a dialogue 
between the secular sector and the 
religious and haredi sectors. 

“Peace begins at home. Only a 
nation at peace inside its own

That left Labor effectively with¬ 
out any big name vose-getter and the 
party’s municipal committee 
announced that it win be opting for 
opai primaries in which all Tel Aviv 
residents wfl] be entitled to vote.

Peres says IDF must develop electronic warfare systems 


By STEVE BOPAN 

Former prime minister Shimon 
Peres called yesterday on the IDF 
to develop electronic and informa¬ 
tion warfare systems that can crip¬ 
ple Arab military communica¬ 
tions, radar and missile networks. 

“For the army of the future. I 
would build on the advantage of 
electronic warfare,” Peres, foe 
architect of the nation’s defense 
industries, told a symposium on 
military research held in 
Jerusalem. “I would tell the IDF to 
analyze, all the electronic radar 
systems in the region and see how 
to neutralize them.’* 

Peres said such a project would 
both capitalize on Israel’s superi¬ 


ority in defense electronics, as 
well as ensure the development of 
tiie industry. He said such an effort 
should take place even if peace 
efforts eventually succeed. 

“I don’t suggest that we make 
peace on the backs of a weakening 
military ” he said. “I want to make 
peace while strengthening the 
army to ensure foe peace.” 

Peres, who in the 1950s helped 
establish Israel Aircraft Industries, 
pointed out foal foe US already Iras 
developed such a program to para¬ 
lyze an enemy through electronic 
warfare. 

Such an offensive could also 
affect the civilian life of a country. 
This could involve a series of 
computer snacks against the infor¬ 


mation infrastructure of an enemy 
in the region. 

The result could be the halt to 
banking and financial transac¬ 
tions, disrupting traffic signals in 
major cities, and the altering of 
flight paths for airplanes. 

The Pentagon is considering 
Joint Vision 2010, a planning doc¬ 
ument that calls for information 
dominance by ensuring the 
American, capability to collect, 
process and disseminate informa¬ 
tion while denying the enemy's 
ability.to do the same..

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‘Jubilee Bells’ dispute arouses 
storm in Education Committee

The Batsheva Dance 
Company's artistic director, Ohad 
Naharin, walked out of yester¬ 
day’s stormy Knesset Education 
Committee meeting on events sur¬ 
rounding his troupe's refusal to 
perform in the Jubilee Bells show 
last week. 

An angry committee chairman, 
Emanuel Zissmann (Third Way), 
tried hard to keep the discussion 
civil, but the turmoil the incident 
has already created earned into 
the meeting. When given a chance 
to speak, Naharin rejected the 
offer, and said: “1 simply think 
this discussion can't possibly be 
substantive. It’s a political discus¬ 
sion, and the only thing that can 
come of it is either a cover-up or 
humiliation." 

“You're making a mockery of 
the Knesset,” shouted MK Yona 
Yahav, at which point Yahav's 
Labor colleagues on the commit¬ 
tee shouted at him for cooperating 
with those trying to hurt the dance 
company. 

An un fazed Yahav called 
Naharin “impudent." 

The issue of artistic freedom is 
one that is tearing apart Israeli 
society, and we must do all that is 
possible to make sure no 
Kulturkampf erupts, Zissmann 
said. 


"We always protect freedom of 
expression in die arts, as we did 
when we supported the continua¬ 
tion of Gil Kopatch's sketch on 
Israel Television, the continued 
showing of the Cameri Quintet’s 
programs, the continuation of an 
exhibitions at museums, etc.," 
Zissmann said. 

“I supported the compromise 
that was reached by the president 
and 1 will not allow [Batsheva’s] 
budget to be cut as a result of its 
not performing, or the budget of 
any other cultural institution,” 
Zissmann said. 

Arye Shumer, director-general 
of the President’s Residence, 
explained that “the president was 
asked to arbitrate between the 
sides on Thursday [Independence 
Day] at 12:30 p.m. He met with 
[Jubilee Association director] 
Doron Shraueli and then with 
Batsheva's directors and proposed 
that under the clothes the dancers 
take off they wear short-sleeved 
shirts and shorts. 

“The compromise was difficult 
for all concerned, but it was 
accepted, and we understood that 
the performance would go on as 
planned." 

Batsheva Dance Company 
board of directors chairman Roni 
Klein man said, however, that “the 
dancers decided that they were 
opposed to the compromise, and 


decided not to appear. The board, 
at its meeting on Friday, the day 
afterwards, decided to back the 
company members' stand." 

Meanwhile, in light of the 
Batsheva incident. Education 
Ministry Director-General 
Benzion Dell called on homeroom 
teachers to hold discussions with 
their pupils on tolerance and 
understanding in a pluralistic and 
democratic society. 

Dell said the dispute provides 
an opportunity for a classroom 
discussion about encouraging dia¬ 
logue among different sectors in 


the population, and for each side 
to understand the other's sensibil¬ 
ities. 

He said that teachers should 
stress to the pupils that not every 
principle, even if it is very impor¬ 
tant to each side in the argument 
should lead to a rift among peo¬ 
ple. 

“Israeli society is full of ten¬ 
sion. but the greatest and widest 
schism is between observant and 
non-observant Israelis." Dell said. 
“The educational system’s job is 
to calm down the situation, seek 
what we have in common and not 


what divides us. and to educate 
the pupils to see things in a wider, 
pluralistic and thoughtful context. 

Haim Shapiro adds: 

Ashkenazi Chief Rabbi Yisrael 
Lau this week referred to the con¬ 
troversy over the Batsheva Dance 
Company by saying that stripping 
acts were contrary to Judaism.

Broadcasting Corporation's televi¬ 


sion program Four Corners, in a 
special report broadcast Monday 
night, that a Maccabi World Union 
official on the committee tried to 
protect the MWU during the com¬ 
mission’s meetings, and regularly 
reported back to MWU about its 
deliberations. 

“The State of Israel is doing 
everything to ensure that the court 
proceedings will be concluded as 
soon as possible in order not to 
prolong the families’ suffering.

Female 
soldiers in 
combat 
units soon

Female soldiers should be able 
to join combat anti-aircraft units 
within a few months, according to 
OC Women’s Corps Brig-Gen. 
Orit Adatio. The issue came up 
during a meeting of the Knesset 
Committee on the Status of 
Women on the service of women 
beyond enemy lines. 

~ “We have learned there is a need 
... to enable women to integrate in 
units which are likely to be 
required to cross enemy lines and 
in this way provide toe necessary 
step to prevent harm to women 
officers’ promotion in the wide 
range of jobs," Adano said. 

She noted the IDF had taken a 
decision to enable women to serve 
in Lebanon. 

OC Manpower Maj.-Gen. 
Gideon Sheffer said: “If toe State 
decides women can serve beyond 
enemy lines, toe IDF won’t pre¬ 
vent them, but it is not necessary 
from the point-of-view of toe 
IDF’s needs.” 

Ll-CoI. Hanni Caspi noted that 
one of toe problems today is that 
women combat soldiers have to 
volunteer for service and techni¬ 
cally as volunteers they can pull 
out of reserve duty up to the day 
before it-starts. 

At a meeting of the Knesset 
Foreign Affairs and Defense 
Committee, the deputy head of the 
IDF planning and logistics divi¬ 
sion. Brig.-Gen. Aharon Farkush, 
said that as part of a program 
aimed at increasing efficiency, toe 
IDF would send outstanding offi¬ 
cers from the rank of lieutenant up 
to university to earn a BA in a pro¬ 
gram that includes management 
courses. The idea is to develop a 
new cadre of officers and stop 
promising officers from dropping 
out at toe end of their compulsory 
military service at an age when 
their colleagues are beginning uni¬ 
versity studies.

There were no direct contacts 
between Israeli and Palestinian del¬ 
egates during toe London meetings. 

Liai Collins adds: 

Meretz has filed a no-confidence 
motion in the prime minister over 
the London talks.

doomed to failure from toe outseL 

“The failure isn’t in London'. The

Display of Voters Rolls for the Knesset and Local 

Authorities Elections, 1998/99 


Pursuant to Sections 34 and 35 of the Elections for the Knesset 
and the Prime Minister (Consolidated Version) Law, 1969 
(hereafter, the law), and Section 16 of the Local Authorities 
(Elections) Law, 1965, details are given hereunder of the days, 
times and locations at which the Knesset and Local Authorities 
Voters Rolls are to be displayed. 

1. Registration in the Knesset Voters Rolls. As stated in Section 
2 of the Law, only a person whose name appears in the rolls 
may vote in Knesset elections, this applying also to local 
authority elections. 

2. Display of the Rolls for Public Inspection. In order to permit 
everyone to check whether he or some other person is 
registered correctly in the voters roils, Section 34 of the Law 
requires the voters rolls to be displayed every year for public 
inspection, at Population Registry Offices. 

3. Period of Display. This year, the rolls will be displayed from 
May 13 to May 22, 1998, both dates inclusive, religious 
requirements for the observance of days of rest being 
respected. In accordance with Section 34 of the law, all the 
rolls for a local authority will be displayed on all official 
bulletin boards in that locality, and these rolls only. The rolls 
will also be available by phone and in advertisements in the 
press. 

4. Submission of Complaints and Appeals. Anyone who 


considers himself disadvantaged by the non-appearance or 
incorrect registration of his name in these rolls is, in 
accordance with Section 40 of the Law, entitled to submit a 
request/objection to the Minister of the Interior, through his 
local Population Registry Office, not later than June 1, 1998, 
on the appropriate form, obtainable at Population Registry 
Offices. When submitting the request/appeal, you must show 
your ID card. A person who submits a request/objection but 
does not receive a reply by June 25, 1998, or receives a reply 
he considers unsatisfactory, may submit an appeal to a court 
up to July 5, 1998. Such an appeal, which is exempt from a 
fee, is to be submitted on the appropriate form , obtainable 
from the secretariat of magistrates and district courts. 

5. Display of Supplementary Voters Rolls for Residents of 
Local Authority Areas who are Not Israeli Citizens. In 
accordance with Section 16 (A) of the Local Authorities 
(Elections) Law, 1965, supplementary (appended) voters rolls, 
containing the names of residents who are not Israeli citizens, 
will be displayed with the Knesset Voters Rolls. Such residents 
are eligible to vote in the Local Authorities Elections, but since 
they are not citizens their names do not appear in the voters 
rolls, but only in the supplementary rolls. Notice will be given 
for local authorities which do not have supplementary rolls. 
Everything stated in para. 4 above regarding the submission of 
objections applies also to the appearance and non-appearance 


of names in these supplementary rolls. 

6. Requests to Register in a Station Adapted for. Handicapped 
Voters. A person who cannot vote in the station in which he is 
registered because of physical disabilities may submit a request 
to the Minister of the Interior to register at another voting 
station near his home which has facilities for handicapped 
voters. 

The locations of these voting stations will be published on 
public bulletin boards in local councils. 

Application forms requesting transferal to a voting station with 
facilities for handicapped voters are available at the Population 
Registry Offices, and also by mail by calling 09-7677249. 

The signed request should be submitted on the appropriate 
form and sent to the address given on the.form, 

THE REQUEST MUST ARRIVE NO LATER THAN JUNE i, 
1998.

2000 tourism projects, compared to the NIS 240m.

“I fear we’ll miss the opportunity of 2000,” said 
MK Haim Oron (Meretz). 

A possible solution to the funding problems was 
put forward by MK Yuri Stem (Yisrael Ba’aliya), 
who co-heads the Knesset tourism lobby. He pro¬ 


posed creating a joint Israeli, Jordanian and 
Palestinian Authority committee, which would aim 
to attract visitors to the region, selling Nazareth, 
Jerusalem, Bethlehem and various sites in Jordan. 

’‘There should be an emergency budget on top of 
the current NIS 10m. proposed by the Treasury [as 
pan of its war on unemployment].** said MK 
Ahmed Sa’ad (Hadash). 

Nazareth, which should be the focus of the cele¬ 
brations, will not be ready for the expected influx of 
tourists, Sa’ad added. 

The Labor Party's economics spokesman 
Avraham Shohat said the Tourism Ministry is 
reconsidering its prediction that four million 
tourists will visit Israel in 2000, given that tourism 
has been dropping in the past several years.

Salomon told them he would split 
the grade among the group and 


would also call their parents. 

One of the girls, on hearing this, 
he said, burst into tears. 

"When I saw how upset she 
became I decided not to contact 
her parents - but I didn't tell her," 
he said. 

After the Purim vacation, he was 
told by the principal (hat he was 
being accused of molestation. Two 
days later, (he principal informed 
the police. 

After spending nine days in die 
Abu Kabir lock-up, a court con¬ 
fined him to house arrest until the 
end of his trial. 

“The four girls claimed I had 
touched (hem inappropriately over 
their clothing during class," he 
said. “I begged the police to allow 
me to undergo a polygraph test 
and told them to ask other pupils, 
but they refused."

Last August, fee IMA declared a 


work dispute over the issue.

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Holbrooke’s problem 


A n American special envoy 
arrives in the east 
Mediterranean and holds 
talks with both sides in the con¬ 
flict, They fail, as predicted. 
The American envoy leaves in 
disgust, blaming the arrogant 
stronger side for its intransi¬ 
gence. Everyone else 
blames everyone else. 

No one knows when 
the mediator will 
return, if ever. Hark 
the drums of war! 

Richard Holbrooke 
visited Cyprus this 
weekend, the latest in 
a long line of such 
envoys appointed in 
hope, tutored in reali¬ 
ty, retired to oblivion. 

Still silting, like 
ancient immortals in 
their official resi¬ 
dences on opposite 
sides of the last divided capital 
in Europe, are Presidents 
Glafcos Clerides and Rauf 
Denktash - once friends 40 years 
ago as student lawyers- in 
London, now bitter enemies 
unable to reunite their small, 
divided island. 

Hanging over the failure of 
Holbrooke's mission is a 
prophetic comment from the 
envoy's own recently published 
book. To End a War. "There will 
be other Bosnias in our lives.” 

Many good diplomats, both 
from the US and the UN, have 
been assigned to the thankless 
Cyprus problem, but Holbrooke 
may be by far the most substan¬ 
tial of them. 

Club sandwich 
His failure, and the speed with 
which he (correctly) blamed the 
Turkish side for it, are thus omi¬ 
nously significant. He also 
blamed the European Union for 
the hardening arteries of diplo¬ 
matic communication on Cyprus 
- in other words, Turkey is to 
blame for a total lack of 
progress, and the EU is to blame 
for Turkey's attitude. 

In truth, he blames Europe too 
much and Turkey not enough. 
Brussels angering of Turkey by 
rejecting its application for EU 
membership was a smaller price 
to pay than allowing this bully¬ 
ing, immature, militaristic state 
with its unstable democracy and 
dreadful human-rights record into 
the European Union. 

Turkey has had years of warn¬ 
ings to clean up its act to 
European standards if it truly has 
European aspirations, yet it has 
failed to do so. It now sneers at the 
EU as “a Christian dub” - play¬ 
ing the Islamic card abroad, while 
the army blatantly suppresses 
growing Islamic aspirations 
(democratically pursued) at home. 

Holbrooke is a former banker 
whose book reveals its author as a 
shrewd diplomat and a skillful 
manipulator of President Bill 
Clinton; he managed to get the 
United States engaged in solving 
Bosnia through the Dayton peace 
process. After he cunningly 
grabbed the distracted and scat¬ 
tered attentions of a too-intelli- 
gent president and focused them 
on a (so far) major success in the 
nightmare Bosnia war, who better 
to tackle Cyprus? 

Annexed 

Cyprus usually rides alongside 


Northern Ireland as one of the 
world’s most intransigent ethnic 
problems. Yet it is a problem that 
the UN has had tantalizingly 
close to solution for a decade. Not 
only is the solution relatively sim¬ 
ple, it has basically been agreed 
upon by both sides: a two-zone 
federated stale with 
a high degree of 
autonomy ~ for 
Greek and Turkish 
Cypriots. 

With the central 
structure agreed, 
negotiation should 
be about closing 
the gaps and 
building confi¬ 
dence. But the 
mood changes 
with Ankara’s ill- 
temper. 

Were it left to the 
Cypriots them¬ 
selves (with international media¬ 
tion and facilitation of course), 
the problem would be long 
solved. The trouble is that while 
Glafcos Clerides has real power 
among Greek Cypriots and could 
ride out unpopularity to make 
tough concessions, Rauf 
Denktash’s presidential palace is 
an annex of the Turkish embassy 
in north Nicosia. 

Denktash is by no means an 
unpopular puppet - his people 
are devoted to him - but a puppet 
he is. It sits uneasily on him at 
times for he is a man of real con¬ 
viction, strength and leadership. 
Once, after finishing a lengthy 
interview with Denktash, during 
which I had asked him his views 
on Kurdish rights in Turkey. I 
was pursued by a Turkish 
embassy official who insisted I 
change my notes to read "moun¬ 
tain Turks" instead of "Kurds” 
because that was what Denktash 
"meant to say.” Kurds did not 
exist. 

Yo brother 

I curtly told this self-appointed 
keeper-of-the-word that I knew 
the president well enough to 
respect his intelligence and 
quote him accurately. Denktash 
would never do such a thing 
through a minion, yet this 
Ankara spy seemed to think he 
could bully the media in Cyprus 
with the same impunity he 
enjoyed in Turkey. A Turkish 
Cypriot journalist friend glumly 
told me Denktash often got rep¬ 
rimanded for failing to be aware 
of all of Ankara’s code words 
and euphemisms for uncomfort¬ 
able facts. 

Turkey’s bone-headed denial 
for decades of its Armenian mas¬ 
sacre. plus its concern for the 
rights of its “mountain Turks,” 
expose its concern for the rights 
of its “Turkish Cypriot broth¬ 
ers.” What is of concern to 
Turkey is territory, and what it 
grabbed in Cyprus it will not 
concede. 

If it really cared for the sepa¬ 
rate and very Cypriot identity of 
the Turkish Cypriots, it would 
not have dumped tens of thou¬ 
sands of some of its own most 
backward, rural peasants as set¬ 
tlers onto the educated and 
Europeanized islanders. It would 
not have expunged every trace of 
Greek culture in northern 
Cyprus. It would not have eject¬ 
ed Richard Holbrooke from its 
colony empty-handed. 



Tripping up the experts 

The US economy, bursting with productivity, is likely to confound forecasters for years

WASHINGTON - For nearly 
two years, respected economic 
forecasters have been predicting 
that the US economy was operat¬ 
ing so close to its capacity that 
growth would just have to slow 
while prices rose. 

And once again this week they 
were proven wrong. 

The latest reports show the 
economy continued to expand at 
an annual rate of 4.2 percent, well 
above the expected 2.5% rate. 

At the same time, average wages 
and benefits are rising at a slower 
pace than last year. And prices of 
things produced here are rising at 
an annual rate of less than 1 %. 

How can this be? In a world 
where nearly every American who 
wants one has a job, why aren’t 
workers getting bigger raises and 
forcing companies to raise their 
prices, as happened so many times 
in the past? 

In a word, the answer is produc¬ 
tivity. The evidence is now over¬ 
whelming that US businesses are 
continuing to find ways to get 
more output from (heir workers, 
their machines and their technolo¬ 
gy. long after the initial wave of 
downsizing and cost-cutting. 

Activities such as designing 
products to make them cheaper to 
produce and re-engineering 
processes to take out unnecessary 
costs have become a permanent 
focus of corporate America, 
imposed by a competitive market¬ 
place and encouraged through 
compensation programs at all lev¬ 
els of the company. 

At the same time, as a result of 
outsourcing and a wave of corporate 
mergers, more economic activity is 
being shifted out of inefficient firms 
- or those parts of firms that were 
inefficient — and into the hands of 
large, specialized companies that 
have figured out the best way to do 
things and can take advantage of die 
economies of scale. 

Economists, of course, have 
known about productivity, special¬ 
ization and scale efficiencies ever 
since Adam Smith. But what trips 
up today’s hapless forecasters is 
that these developments don’t 
occur in smooth, predictable, pat¬ 
terns. And with each quarterly 
report from the government’s eco¬ 
nomic agencies, there is growing 
evidence that the US economy is 
in the midst of one of those peri¬ 
odic bursts of productivity gains 
that is likely to confound forecast- 
eis for years to come. 

“Ail the models basically 
assume that high growth leads to 
higher wages and higher wages 
lead to higher prices,” explains 
Lawrence Chimerine, once one of 
the country's leading forecasters, 
who is now managing director of 
the Economic Strategy Institute in 
Washington. 

“But what we are seeing is that 
productivity is running at twice 
the rate people were expecting - 
and even at that, I suspect that all 
the gains aren't fully reflected in 
the official statistics." 

AT DANA Corp-, for example, a 
Toledo, Ohio-based maker of auto

ing stock market. 

pans, the kind of annual bidding 
once required by die Big Three 
automakers has been replaced by 
exclusive long-term contracts that 
allow for no price increases. To 
make it work, the company has held 
increases in base pay to 3 percent or 
4% a year while reducing the 
growth in benefit cost by increased 
use of health management plans 
and self-insurance. 

But don’t feel too sorry for 
Dana or its workers. Because of 
the exclusive contracts and the 
booming economy, its sales were 
up 8% last year while profits 
climbed 20%. Dana shareholders 
have seen the value of their stock 
almost double in the last year 
while employees at virtually 
every level of the company have 
benefited as a result of relatively 
secure employment and stock 
options, gain sharing and other 
incentive pay plans, many of 
which are not picked up by the 
government’s compensation 
index. 

The secret to this formula, 
according to company officials, 
is a corporate culture in which 
every employee is expected to 
come up with two new ideas a 
month designed to increase pro¬ 
ductivity. Managers are expected 
to implement 8 out of every 10. 
Although the company isn’t there 
yet, it is closing in on its goal: 
company-wide, Dana claims to 
be getting 1.5 ideas per worker 
per month with a 70% implemen¬ 
tation rale. 

Some of the ideas can be big 
ones, tike outsourcing metal forg¬ 
ing to lower-cost specialists. Or 


they can involve substantial 
investment, like building a mod¬ 
em facility that will not only pro¬ 
duce axles and drive shafts, but 
immediately assemble them into 
entire truck chassis for just-in- 
time delivery to Chrysler plants 
nearby. 

But more often the ideas are 
simple and inexpensive — tike 
putting two bicycle mirrors on the 
underside of an auto axle produc¬ 
tion line, eliminating the time and 
backstrain of turning each axle 
over to inspect ilT That one 
improved die productivity of the 
assembler who came up with it by 
25%. 

Government-statistics suggest 
what jsrgcung mat Damprs baldly 
unique, particularly in die manu¬ 
facturing segment of the economy. 

In the last year, the Labor 
Department figures the price of 
new automobiles declined 0.7%, 
once adjustments are made for the 
quality improvements in the new 
models. 

At die same time, the depart¬ 
ment calculates the base compen¬ 
sation paid to the typical manufac¬ 
turing worker has increased 2.9% 
over the past year - a combination 
of a 3.6% increase in base pay and 
a 1.3% increase in benefits. 

Last year's hefty $350 million 
Dana plan to invest in new plaint 
and equipment is also pretty typ¬ 
ical. The Commerce Department 
this week reported that inflation- 
adjusted capital spending by 
businesses was running at the 
annual rate of 18% in the first 
three months of this year, boost¬ 
ed by a whopping 29% jump in 


spending for computers and other 
machinery. 

INVESTMENT - and the extra 
productivity it brings - is not the 
only factor driving the economy, 
however. Equally important has 
been the surge of spending by the 
great mass of American con- 
aimers who, after a long wait, are 
finally beginning to enjoy the 
fruits of the current economic 
expansion. Aside from modest 
increases in hourly pay, this 
spending spree is being financed 
by incentive and record levels of 
overtime pay, the benefits of home 
mortgage refinancing, lower ener¬ 
gy prices and gains from a boom¬ 
ing stock market. •• ■ 

“Workers are just iiow ^starting 
to catch up for years of stagnation 
in their real wages - and they are 
not shy about spending it,” said 
Joel Popkin, a private economist 
in Washington. 

In the first three months of this 
year, in fact, the Commence 
Department estimates personal 
consumption expenditures were 
rising at an inflation-adjusted 
annual rate of 6%, driven largely 
by an 18% surge in spending for 
autos, home appliances and other 
big-ticket items. 

One company that surely bene¬ 
fited from all that has been appli¬ 
ance maker Maytag Corp., bared 
in Newton, Iowa. Last quarter, 
Maytag’s sales shot up 25% while 
quarterly profits increased 50% 
over die same quarter in 1997, 
helping to double Maytag’s stock 
price in the last yean 

David D. Uibani, Maytag’s trea¬ 


surer. says much of the company s 
good fortune has been driven by a 
drift in consumer preference for 
its more expensive washers, dry¬ 
ers, refrigerators and vacuum 
cleaners. 

Among the big sellers has been 

the new front-loading wash ing 
machine that fits better into tight 
spaces and offers a bigger tub 
while using less water. The hefty 
$1,100 price tag for the new 
machine is more than double that 
for basic models, where prices 
' have remained unchanged in 
recent years because of compsti- 
tive pressures applied by Sears, 
Best Buy and other big retailers. 

This widening gap between the 
price of top-of-the-line and stan¬ 
dard models in the home appli¬ 
ance market is being replicated 
all across the economy. The price 
of discount airfares, for example, 
continues to decline, even as the 
price of business fares have 
climbed 37% in recent months. 
And while the cost of general 
telephone service has begun to 
creep up, special calling plans 
make it cheaper chan ever to 
check m with mom on Sunday 
afternoons. Health insurance 
prices have also diverged, 
depending on whether you're 
buying traditional fee-for-servicc 
or health-maintenance plans. 

From the standpoint of airlines, 
hospitals and telephone compa¬ 
nies, this flexibility in setting 
prices represents nothing short of 
a revolution, allowing them to 
operate at or near capacity in good 
economies and bad. From the 
standpoint of the economy, it has 
eliminated old rigidities, lowering 
average costs and making it less 
likely that all prices will rise 
together in lock step. That makes 
it harder For an old-fashioned 
inflationary cycle to get started. 

The same pricing flexibility now 
also holds true for labor markets. 

Reflecting the diminished power 
and prevalence of organized labor, 
pattern bargaining between firms 
or even within firms is a thing of 
die past. Experienced pilots of 
huge jumbo jets continue to enjoy 
princely pay while flight atten¬ 
dants and commuter pilots have 
trouble making ends meet. And 
while-high-tech firms have-had to 
offer douhleKfigit pay increases 
for computer programmers and 
fast-food joints are offering sign¬ 
ing bemuses for part-time counter 
help, it is no longer likely that 
such increases will spill over into 
other job categories. 

In an era when it is possible to 
outsource almost any activity, a 
company feat overpays its assem¬ 
blers or its accountants or its secu¬ 
rity guards will soon find itself 
losing market share to a company 
that has those jobs done at prevail¬ 
ing market rates — either here in- 
the United States or elsewhere. 

“With global competition, 
individual workers with key 
skills may have more bargaining 
power but workers as a group 
have much less,” said economist 
Chimerine. “As a result, you're 
not getting the same kind of gen¬ 
eral wage pressures that you bad 
in fee past"

US intelligence sources: 


Khatami pushing to end support of terrorism

WASHINGTON (Washington 
Post) - US intelligence officials 
said this week that they have con¬ 
cluded that Iran’s new president, 
Mohammed Khatami, is sincerely 
lobbying for an end to the govern¬ 
ment's support of terrorism. The 
support is continuing only because 
he has not yet consolidated his 
control over the relevant security 
and intelligence services, they 
said. 

“It is clear to us that Khatami js 
the real thing, that he and his sup¬ 


porters within the Iranian govern¬ 
ment do wish to change Iranian 
policy with regard to terrorism ... 
in a direction that would relieve 
some of the impediments to 
improved relations between Iran 
and western countries," said a 
member of a group of representa¬ 
tives from various US intelligence 
organizations, who spoke to a 
group of reporters on condition 
that he and his colleagues not be 
named. 

The statements contradict the 
State Department's blanket denun¬ 
ciation last Friday of Iran’s contin¬ 


ued sponsorship of global terror¬ 
ism. 

The State Department depicted 
Iran as a country with new leaders 
who have merely paid lip service 
to the notion that terrorism is 
wrong, implying the leaders were 
trying to lull the world into think¬ 
ing toe country had turned away 
from political violence while con¬ 
tinuing covert assassinations and 
bombings. 

There appears to be no dispute 
within the US administration 
about the underlying frets - Iran 
has continued to provide money. 


Turkish Cypriots: US didn’t 
do homework before talks 


ONICOSIA (Reuters) - Turkish Cypriot leader 
Rauf .Denktash yesterday accused the United States 
of not doing its homework on the Cyprus problem 
before sending a top envoy on a peace miss ion to toe 
divided island. 

Denktash said US mediator Richard Holbrooke 
failed to bring the two rival communities together in 
talks on Cyprus last weekend due to bad timing and a 
poor understanding of entrenched positions. 

“Unfortunately he came before toe ground was pre¬ 
pared for him and he came under toe impression that 
everything was moveable and arguable," Denktash 
said in an interview. 

Denktash said Holbrooke did not anticipate the 
strength of Greek Cypriot refusal to accept the break¬ 
away Turkish Cypriot enclave as a sovereign state, a 
key Turkish Cypriot demand. 

“He has discovered that, with the ideas with which 
he came, nothing could be done because of the Greek 
Cypriot position," Denktash, a British-trained lawyer, 
said in English. 

Holbrooke, often praised for drafting toe Dayton 
1995 accord that ended toe Bosnia war, on Monday, 
put most of toe blame on tire Turkish Cypriots for the 
lack of progress in his Cyprus bid. 

The US point man citedTurkish Cypriot insistence 
that the Cypriot government drop its membership 
negotiations with the European Union and recognize 
the Turkish Republic of Northern Cyprus as toe main 
sticking points in fruitless talks. • • 

But Denktash said he was heartened by remarks, 
from Holbrooke that the internationally recognized 
Greek- Cypriot government could not realistically 
claim to rule toe Turkish Cypriots. 

“I hope now that as high an authority as Mr. 
Holbrooke has pointed out that toe Greek Cypriots 


cannot represent toe Turkish Cypriot side, people 
who have a con science...will take a second look at the 
frets of Cyprus,” he said. 

Cyprus has been divided since Turkey invaded in 
1974 in response to a Greek Cypriot coup backed by 
the military junta then in power in Athens. 

A string of international efforts to reunite the island 
on a bi-federal basis have come to grief amid bitter 
mutual mistrust between toe communities. 

Denktash sees the start of EU talks with the Greek 
Cypriots last March as an attempt to increase member 
Greece’s influence over toe island at the expense of 
non-member Dirkey. 

The Turkish Cypriots have refused offers to join the 
Greek Cypriot delegation at toe EU negotiations. 

“I am not jumping on this Greek train heading to a 
station where Greece is waiting with open arms and 
Itakey is not there as my protector. It is out of the 
question," said Denktash. 

However, he suggested he could make some con¬ 
cessions if the Greek Cypriots shelved plans to install 
anti-aircraft missiles on the island in toe coming 
monlbs. 

“The missiles are an unlawful criminal act which is 
not compatible with making peace," he said. “Don’t 
do iL Don't commit this crime in Cyprus, then you 
will get something.” Turkey, toe Turkish Cypriots' 
close ally, has threatened to use force to prevent the 
deployment of the S-300 missiles. 

Denktash ruled out giving ground on key issues in 
advance as part of any deal to cancel the missDe plan. 

“We are told that if we give up our claim to state¬ 
hood and and support the EU membership bid, then 
toe Greek Cypriots will give up the S-300 missiles. 
We are not in for such a bargain and we never will 
be," he said. 
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claiming Beijing poses military threat 


BEUING (Reuters) - China yes¬ 
terday expressed “utmost regret 
and resentment" at comments by 
India’s defense minister over the 
military threat posed by Beijing 
and warned they could sabotage 
friendly relations. 

Defense Minister George 
Fernandes said on Sunday that 
China bad built a sophisticated 
electronic surveillance base in 
Myanmar’s Coco Islands and was 
upgrading airfields in Tibet to take 
supersonic fighters capable of 
striking at India’s borders. 

“China expresses utmost regret 
and resentment," Foreign Ministry 
spokesman Zhu Bangzao said yes¬ 
terday in C hina ’s first official 
reaction. “China does not pose any 
threat to neighboring countries," 
he told a news conference. 

The. comments would “seriously 
sabotage toe favorable atmosphere 


for developing friendly relations", 
Zhu said. 

Fernandes, a former socialist 
firebrand whose Samata Party is a 
key partner in the Hindu national¬ 
ist-led ruling coalition, said India 
had long focused on the threat 
from Pakistan while ignoring toe 
equal danger posed by China. 

Zbn poured scorn on Fernandes 
using unusually strong language. 

“His so-called view that China 
constitutes the principle threat to 
India is absolutely ridiculous and 
not worthy of refutation," Zhu 
said. “His accusation concerning 
China’s relations with relevant 
countries is utterly fictitious and 
has no basis in frets." 

Beijing-based diplomats said 
Zhu’s sharp comments represent¬ 
ed a warning to India to rein in its 
outspoken defense minister before 
he'caused more damage. 


They said China regarded the 
accusations as particularly offensive 
since it bad worked hard in recent 
yeas to settle border quarrels with 
an its neighbors, including India. 

China fought a brief border war 
with India in 1962, but relations 
have now warmed. 

“They're puzzled and annoyed 
at the Indians for coming out with 
this sort of thing," said one diplo¬ 
mat. “The Chinese have been 
doing everything they can over toe 
last two or three years to calm the 
Indians down. They have been 
going round their borders trying to 
patch things up with everyone. 
And they think the Indians ought 
to be doing a little bit more to 
acknowledge this." By delivering 
a “slap on toe wrist” to Fernandes. 
China was “hoping that his own 
government will call him to 
order," toe diplomat added. 


French spymaster Fourcaud dies 


PARIS (Reuters) - CoL Pierre 
Fourcaad, who helped set up die 
Free French secret services in 
London during World War II and 
remamed a spymaster through part 
of the Cold War, has died in ftiris 
at age 100. his. family said yester¬ 
day. 

Fourcaud, bom in St. 
Petersburg, Russia, of a French 
father and Russian mother, joined 
the French army in 1916, was 
wounded three times during World 
War I and was awarded a battle¬ 
field : commission to become an 
officer. 


He rallied behind Gen: Charles 
de Gaulle’s Free French move¬ 
ment in London shortly after its 
creation in June 1940 and was 
appointed deputy head of its 
BCRA .intelligence service. 

Fourcaud was parachuted or 
landed in occupied France several 
times on secret missions during 
the Nan occupation and was twice 
arrested by the Gestapo but each 
time escaped. 

Like other BCRA chiefs, 
Fourcaud took his wartime cover 
name, Barbes, from toe name of a 
Paris metro station. 


He'remained in the French intel-, 
ligence services until his retire¬ 
ment in 1958 and was involved in 
operations during France’s 
Indochina war and in operations 
against Warsaw Pact states. 

One of just over a thousand 
holders of toe coveted Cross of the 
Liberation personally awarded by 
General de Gaulle to foremost 
Resistance figures, Fourcaud was 
also an officer of the British 
Empire, holder of the British 
Distinguished Service Order and 
American Distinguished Service 
Cross. 
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training and weapons to Hamas. 
Hizbullah and Islamic Jihad, 
according to intelligence informa¬ 
tion received well after Khatami's 
inauguration in August 
But the difference in tone 
between officials in the Stale 
Department, a policymaking orga¬ 
nization that has long backed a 
strident posture against Iran, and 
toe intelligence analysis was strik¬ 
ing.

sion to soft-pedal some of its anti- 
Iran rhetoric and to respond with 
cautious optimism to Khatami’s 
plea on Cable News Network in 
January for unofficial exchanges 
that might break down a “buFkv 
wall of mistrust” between Iran and 
the US. 

Terrorism remains one of toe 
thorniest obstacles to any rap¬ 
prochement, however, and a 
senior State Department official 
who briefed reporters Thursday 
declined repeatedly to draw anv 


distinction between the pre- 
Khaiami and post-Khatami policy 
toward terrorism. 

[n a sign of possible division on 
this point within the Clinton 
administration, the intelligence 
official said it is “too soon to draw 
conclusions regarding changes." 

He added that “to the extent that

Triple shooting rocks Vatican

VATICAN CITY (Reuters) - 
The Vatican went into mourning 
yesterday after toe normally 
sleepy city-state was shocked by 
the grisly triple shooting of toe 
new bead of the papal Swiss 
Guard, his wife and another guard. 

Autopsies were being performed 
on toe bodies of Captain 
Commandant Alois Estermann, 
43, his Venezuelan wife Gladys 
Meza Romero and vice-corporal 
Cedric Tomay. 

Chief Vatican spokesman 
Joaquin Navarro-Vails said there 
was preliminary evidence to sug¬ 
gest Tomay, 23, killed the new 
commandant and his wife in a 
“moment of madness" before 
turning a gun on himself. 

The three were found dead in 
Estermann's apartment in the 
Vatican on Monday night, he said. 

Navarro-Vails said he would 
release more information after toe 
doctors had performed the autop¬ 
sies. He declined to give more 
details. 

The Vatican's sole magistrate, 
Luigi Marone, has begun an inves¬ 
tigation. 

Estermann, who had been 
appointed head of toe 100-mem¬ 
ber Swiss Guard by Pope John 
Paul just 10 hours earlier, was one 
of toe guards who shielded the 
pontiff during a 1981 assassina¬ 
tion attempt in Sl Peter’s Square. 

The triple killings were toe first 
violent deaths at the Vatican in Gv- 
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ing memory. 

They brought toe land of mur¬ 
ders common in modem cities 
inside toe wafts of the tiny city- 
state, shattering the usually sleepy 
atmosphere in the world head¬ 
quarters of Roman Catholicism. 

The yellow and white Vatican 
flag flew at half staff at the bar¬ 
racks of toe world’s smallest and 
perhaps most colorful army. 
Navarro-Vails said a swearing-in 
ceremony of new recruits set for 
today had been cancelled. 

Recruits placed candles on toe 
window sifts of their barracks dur¬ 
ing the nighL 

Most people who reside inside 
the city-state are cardinals, bish¬ 
ops, priests and nuns. A small 
number of non-clerics also live 
there, the majority of them mem¬ 
bers of the Swiss Guard and the 
Vatican gendarmerie or other 
essential staff such as firefighters 
and medics. 

Estermaim and his wife lived in

an apartment inside toe large 
wrought iron Porta Sant'Anna gate 
to the*”right of Sl Peter’s Square and 
close to the Swiss Guard barracks. 

The tall, slender Estermann. who 
usually wore a smart grey suit while 
on duty, distinguished himself on 
May 13, 1981 when be jumped on 
toe moving “popemobile" in Sl 
P eter’s Square seconds after 
Turkish gunman Mehmet All Agca 
shot and nearly killed the pope. 

Estermann shielded the pope 


from any further attack and helped 
hold up toe pontiff while the pope- 
mobile raced to an ambulance. 

Well known to Vatican reporters 
because he often accompanied the 
pope on overseas trips, Estermann 
had been deputy commandant of 
the guards since 1989 and spoke 
several languages. He joined the 
guard force in 7980. 

He and Tomay were Swiss nation¬ 
als and Roman Catholics, as are aft 
members of toe Swiss Guard. 


The Swiss Guard was founded in 
1506. On May 6, 1527, 147 of 
them were killed in Sl IVter’s 
Square protecting Pope Clement 
VII during the sacking of Rome by 
toe forces of Emperor Charles V. 

Guards on sentry and ceremoni¬ 
al duty still dress in tunics of blue, 
red and yellow and are armed with 
mediaeval halberds. 

Legend has it that the uniforms 
were designed by Renaissance 
painter and sculptor Michelangelo.

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A US Marine Corps general’s Cuban odyssey 


By JACK SHEEHAN 


As a young Marine in the 1960s. 
{ walked the Guantanamo Bay 
Naval Base fence line, dug fight¬ 
ing holes and repaired minefields 
in case of an attack on the US base 
by the Revolutionary Armed 
Forces of Cuba. 

As a commanding officer in the 
1990s, I spent eight years in 
charee of US military planning for 
Cuba, including three years as 
commander in chief, US Atlantic 
Command. Last year I retired, and 
in March. I spent a week touring 
Cuba, culminating in a long and 
friendly dinner with Fidel Castro, 
the longtime chief of state in 
Havana. 

If my thinking and experience 
are any guide, there are real possi¬ 
bilities "for improved relations 
between Cuba and the US. 

After my retirement. I devoted 
myself to addressing the central 
questions facing the US in its deal¬ 
ings with Cuba: What are the new 
realities of this relationship and 
what policy options does the US 
have? 

I learned the World Health 
Organization, the British aid 
agency Oxfam and other relief 


agencies had become concerned 
about conditions in Cuba. It soon 
became clear to me that the Cuban 
Liberty and Democratic Solidarity 
Act, commonly known as Helms- 
Bunon, was causing economic 
and health problems for the aver¬ 
age Cuban citizen. 

So five weeks after the visit of 
Pope John Paul II, I traveled to the 
island with a delegation from 
Americans for Humanitarian 
Trade With Cuba, a group that 
favors relaxing the current eco¬ 
nomic embargo. 

During our seven days on the 
island, we visited hospitals, the 
Cuban health, economics and 
planning ministries, relief agen¬ 
cies and dissident groups, and we 
talked with government officials 
and ordinary citizens. I also spent 
a day and a half with Raul Castro, 
commander of the Cuban armed 
forces, visiting military units 
around the country. 


WHEN' YOU spend decades 
studying a problem from satellites 
and intelligence! reports, your judg¬ 
ments are based on abstract data. 
When you walk the ground and see 
the data as real people, you get a 
very different feel for the facts. 


1 knew the statistics indicating 
that the average Cuban's life is 
very difficult because of the short¬ 
age of medicine and food. Then I 
visited William Soler Pediatric 
Hospital in Havana and saw chil¬ 
dren recovering from surgeiy with 
unnecessary pain because there 
was insufficient medication. 

I visited Santiago de Cuba, a city 
of more than 400,000 people, and 
learned there are only five buses 
for public transportation. I talked 
to mothers who wonder what will 
happen to their children when they 
reach the age of 7 and the family 
loses its milk allotment. 

Yet in spite of the suffering of 
the Cuban people, I found that 
they are able to distinguish 
between the American people and 
US foreign policy. They despise 
Helms-Burton but show a great 
affection for Americans. 

I went to San Juan Hill in 
Havana, where Teddy Roosevelt 
and his men charged Spanish posi¬ 
tions in 1898 and saw a statue of a 
Rough Rider standing next to a 
statue of a Cuban soldier. 

Cubans and Americans fought 
and died together on that hill. 

I could not help but think about 
how little has changed in US- 


Cubarrrelations since 1959, when 
Castro and his supporters fought 
their, way to power. 

Since then, the US government 
has supported the failed exile 
invasion at the Bay of Pigs, fought 
a major war in Vietnam and con¬ 
fronted the Soviet Union around 
the world. 

Cuba’s foreign policy in the 
same period, including military 
assistance to leftist allies in Africa 
and Latin America, reinforced all 
the negative images of Castro in 
the US. (In the '70s, Cuba sent 
more troops per capita to fight in 
Africa than the US sent to fight in 
Vietnam.) 

When the Soviet Union col¬ 
lapsed in 1991 and its assistance to 
Cuba ended, the Cuban economy 
went into free fall. 

The “special period," as it is 
called in Cuba, saw a disastrous 15 
percent reduction in die economy 
each year between 1990 and 1993. 
Life for the average Cuban was 
reduced to a quest for survival. 

In 1994 came the rafter crisis in 
which almost 40,000 Cubans left 
their country on rafts because tie 
quality of life had become intoler¬ 
able. 

All the while, the US policy of

I BEGAN dealing directly with 
the Cuban military hi 1994, as 
director of plans and policy at US 
Atlantic Command and later as 
commander in chief. As a result of 
the rafter crisis, the US military 
opened migrant camps at 
G uantan amo Bay at a COSt of $1 
million a day. 

During my frequent visits to the 
camps, it became obvious to me 
that the Cubans seeking to leave 
still loved their country and were 
proud of its educational and 
health-care system but could no 
longer bear the deprivation created 
by the embargo and exacerbated 
by the cancellation of Soviet assis¬ 
tance. 

My colleagues and I in the US 
military sought to reduce die pos¬ 
sibility of a misunderstanding 
between Cuban and American 
forces. 

We met regularly with senior 
Cuban officers. These were not 
political discussions, but rather 
exchanges between professional 
soldiers. 

It became very clear to those of 
us on the US side that Cuba was 


intelligence data also supported 
the conclusion that Cuba was not a 
military threat to the US. 

The Cuban military was enlisted 
in the national effort to make the 
country self-sufficient in food pro¬ 
duction. Today, the Cuban military 
produces about 29b of the coun¬ 
try’s food. The majority of its mil¬ 
itary equipment is in storage, and 
its war-fighting abilities have 
dec line d_ 

Cuba’s front-line pilots now fly 
only about 30 hours a year. (US

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L ast week UK director and 
jrama therapist Professor 
Sue Emmy Jennings signed 
a year's lease on a Tel Aviv apart¬ 
ment, and her multicultural pro¬ 
duction of Aristophanes's 
Lysistraia opened at the Habamah 
Theater in Jerusalem. 

Israel is practically her second 
home. She’s beau commuting ever 
since she did ter first drama ther¬ 
apy workshop at Tfel Hai in 1987. 

She chose Lysistraia for her first 
full-fledged local production 
because of its message and 
because it’s “rude, funny and 
entertaining.” 

This outrageous comedy is. as 
topical now as it was in ancient 
Greece. 

The .title character, plucky 
Lysistrata (played by Rose 
Meshichi), leads the women of 
' Athens and Sparta to withhold sex 
from their men until they stop 
fighting each other." . ’ 

“Greek fighting Greek;”. 
Lysistrata says, buttoning her 
chastity belt, as it were. “It’s dis¬ 
graceful]./’ .. - 

The bawdy, witty.gender battle, 
rages back and forth, but in the 
end both sides have to give 
ground, even though the women 
sort of win. 

The Ideal cast includes Israelis, 
Arabs and some members of 
Jennings’s two-year-old, London? 
based Rowan Theater Company, 
which is itself a multiracial com¬ 
pany. 

Jennings is not another well- 
intentioned outsider who has 
come to make peace between 
Arabs and Jews with a production 
which speaks English, Arabic and 
Hebrew, and which addresses both 
die empowerment of women and 
the stupidity of conflict and con¬ 
frontation versus dialogue and 
compromise. 

“I didn’t want this to be just 
another simplistic device for get¬ 
ting Arabs and Jews to talk with 
each other,” she says. “My ques¬ 
tion was bow can a group of peo¬ 
ple create something cohesive 
beyond their cultural, social and 
political differences. Theater is the 
tool for this because it transcends 
differences and because, when 
you put on a play, die cast and die 
crew have to wodc together"

You 
need a dramatic imagination to 
develop a conscience which helps 
us understand the consequences of 
what we da So drama therapy 
helps people first to establish bor¬ 
ders and then to recognize die dif¬ 
ferences between concrete and 
imaginative reality. Theater offers 
insight into a new way of being,” 
she says. 

Jennings has taken her ideas and 
her actors into prisons, mental 
hospitals, institutions for thephys- 
icatly disabled and fee mentally 
retarded. She uses fee great clas¬ 
ses as vehicles for the workshops 
and. the productions she does 
there. 

In New York, where she works 
every second year as a visiting 
professor at New York University, 
she was asked to do a program at 
the Rykers Island prison. She 
decided-on Romeo and Juliet. The 
prison staff was cynical and appre¬ 
hensive. '“No swearing and no 
touching,” fee was told. “The 
guys won’t do this,” they said. 

But they did. 

“We divided them into the 
Montagus and the Capolets and 
taught them to swear in 
Shakespeare,” says Jennings. 
“They loved it One little guy, a 
Puerto Rican, was fierce. 
‘Bndsegg,’ he said to another pris¬ 
oner. The staff was amazed. This 
was die first word he had spoken 
in the five months he’d been at fee 
prison." : 

Jennings’s first contact wife 
what she calls “special popula¬ 
tions” was when her school 
friend's psychiatrist father - “and 
this .was years before anybody 
really thought it could help” - 
asked her to work with his 
patients.

Tt is always intriguing to com- 

I pare commercial recordings of 
.^certain musicians with their 
live performance. And so a week 
before J ulian Rachlin makes his 
Jerusalem Symphony Orchestra, 
IBA debar playing the Brahms 
violin concerto, I listened to his 
recent recording of fee 
Thhaikovsky and the first 
Prokofiev violin cancerti to get a 
taste of the violinist and bis 
artistry. 

The result is very engaging. 

These concetti were recorded 
live In Moscow three years ago 
with the Moscow Radio 
Symphony Orchestra under the 
baton of Vladimir Fedoseyev. 
Even if at times the overall 
recording sound is not as exem¬ 
plary as one might hope from 
Sony (SK 66 5677) and the 
orchestra lacks the precision and 
clarity of a Weston symphony 
orchestra, fee overall effect is 
truly exciting. 

It is very easy to play through 
fee motions and emotions of fee 
Tchaikovsky concerto. The trick is 
how to make it captivating and not

boring. Because this concerto, 
with its clear schmaltzy overtones, 
is played far too often and occa¬ 
sionally one has to ask why. 

But in this case, the answer is 
clean 

Rachlin provides a very sensi¬ 
tive, inquisitive and far from obvi¬ 
ous reading of the score. He does 
not play into the sentimentality 
which envelops the piece. Rather, 
be shies away from it and presents 
a more classic interpretation with 
a very clear sense of our time. 


There is no mere romanticism 
here. Quite fee contrary. 

Rachlin's musicianship is even 
more beguiling in his interpreta¬ 
tion of fee first Prokofiev concer¬ 
to. This is a far less popular opus 
than die Tchaikovsky, and their 
coupling here provides the vio¬ 
linist with an opportunity to pre¬ 
sent his musicianship most 
admirably. 

Guided by Fedoseyev’s very 
clear baton, Rachlin delves deep 
into the inner soul of this concerto 
and brings out all its minute sub¬ 
tleties. He does not opt for bravu¬ 
ra but suggests something more 
subdued, introverted and 
exploratory. 

In both these concerti, Julian 
Rachlin emerges as an excellent 
violinist and a very fine musician 
who is willing to challenge him¬ 
self and his audience in whatever 
he performs. 

His technique is flawless, his 
sensibilities intriguing. The only 
thing one has to find out now is if 
all this can be translated into a live 
performance of a concerto from a 
different repertoire. 

If Rachlin is able to give Brahms 
as much as he does Tchaikovsky 
and Prokofiev, then those attend¬ 
ing next week’s concerts in 
Jerusalem are in for a very reward¬ 
ing experience.

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Unfinished business 


I f weight equaled influence, the hefty annual 
State Comptroller's Report would have a 
tremendous impact Unfortunately, however, 
the greatest scandal in Miriam Ben-Porat's tenth 
and last 1.000-page tome is the fact that scores 
of previous criticisms have been ignored. 

Almost every section cites recommendations 
from previous reports that have not been imple¬ 
mented. leading one to wonder whether govern¬ 
ment bureaucrats believe Ben-Porat was 
engaged in this exercise for her health. 

In section alter section - on political appoint¬ 
ments. the tracking of IDF deferments, monitor¬ 
ing foreign workers, produce smuggled in from 
the Palestinian Authority, and Religious Affairs 
Ministry funding of yeshivot, just to name a few 
- this year's report noted that previous reports 
had been ignored. 

As always, given the ongoing tensions 
between religious and secular, the sections relat¬ 
ing to the haredim have gotten much attention. 

Though press reports concerning phantom 
yeshiva students foreshadowed Ben-Porat’s 
investigation of yeshiva funding, confirmation 
of the problem is no less shocking. 

In August 1997 the comptroller investigated 
1,150 students whose ID numbers were suspi¬ 
cious. and found that 400 were registered under 
non-existent ID numbers, and 42 registered 
“yeshiva students” who didn't exist or were 
non-Jews. 

The findings regarding yeshivot were similar 
to those of the 1994 report. But according to 
Ben-Porat. the Religious Affairs Ministry has 
ignored the recommendation to take legal action 
against yeshivot that submit falsified documents 
that increase their government allocations. 

Aside from the legal implications of such 
behavior, it is hard to imagine how such institu¬ 
tions can remain qualified to teach Judaism, 
given their cavalier approach to the Eighth 
CommandmenL Stealing is stealing, even if the

government's coffers. The Egged cooperative, 
which recently claimed to be receiving no gov¬ 
ernment funding aside from subsidies to cover 
reduced-price tickets, was found by the comp¬ 
troller to have been promised a whopping NTS 
2.75 billion in government funds to pad the way 
for the company to go public. 

The report scored Egged for failing over the 
years to provide proper balance sheets to the 


government despite its promise to do so under a 
19S9 recovery plan, making it impossible to 
determine the cause of the debt that the govern¬ 
ment was covering. Most importantly, the comp¬ 
troller called for the government bailout plan to 
be linked to opening bus transportation to com¬ 
petition. which is the key to improving service, 
efficiency, and lowering prices to the consumer. 

Egged's inefficiencies are not the oaly prob¬ 
lem on the roads. The report criticizes the fact 
that the budget for the Department of Public 
Works had been cut and that many regulations 
concerning road signs and safety measures were 
not being implemented. 

DPW work projects were found to be inade¬ 
quately marked and therefore a danger to dri¬ 
vers. While sioppiness is always disconcerting, 
when it comes to the nation’s roads it can cost 
lives, as well as contribute to the general cava¬ 
lier attitude toward road safety. 

Security is also a matter of life and death, and 
so the comptroller’s contention that the Green 
Line is a sieve that terrorists and criminals can 
easily cross is certainly a troublesome one. The 
report criticizes the IDF for not implementing 
most of the elaborate plans to make the de facto 
border with the Palestinians less porous. 

Here there may be no straightforward solu¬ 
tions. since it is impossible to close a border that 
does not formally exist - and even final, well- 
defended borders are not impermeable. 

Hie fact however, that the establishment of a 
fenced and guarded border awaits a final-status 
agreement with the Palestinians does not mean 
there is nothing the IDF can do to improve the 
situation now. 

It is natural that in this, the last of 10 reports 
during Ben-Porat's two terms as comptroller - a 
term that from now is rightly being limited to 
one, seven-year stint - that there would be many 
references to unfinished business from previous 
reports. It is also in keeping with Ben-Porat's 
persistent nature, and her desire to force the 
bureaucracy to change. 

Ben-Pdrat has raised the profile of the State 
Comptroller's Office to a higher level, a level 
that her successor should maintain, although not 
at the expense of self-seeking publicity. 

Ben-Porat has at times been controversial, and 
has been accused of too actively seeking media 
attention. But in the end, the country is better 
served by a comptroller that does not shy away 
from frank criticism, than one who becomes too 
close to the bureaucracies he or she is investigating.

SHOAH FOUNDATION 


Sir, - In fairness to the 42,000 
Holocaust survivors who have 
given testimony and the thousands 
of interviewers, volunteers, and 
staff around the world, it is imper¬ 
ative that some errors in Marc 
Fisher’s story, “Respecting the 
facus vs. the desire to glic it up" 
{April 22; be noted. 

1. The Foundation has never had 
quotas for interviews. Speed is 
required to capture the survivors’ 
testimony while they are still alive. 

2. Interviews have never been 
restricted to two hours. They aver¬ 
age two hours; the longest has been 
17 hours (recorded over nine days). 

3. The Foundation has always 
been committed to the quality of the 
interviews. During their tenure, June 
Beaflor and James Moll established 
the Quality Assurance Department 
for ongoing education, assessment 
and support of interviewers. 

4. Fact-checking is an integral 
part of interviewers’ preparation 
as well as the cataloguing process. 

5. Advice of academic experts 
was sought and, as practicable, 
implemented by Beallor and Moll 
from the very beginning. 

6 . Mr. Fisher claims that the 
Foundation's material wifi not be 
availahle at repositories any time 
soon. Our material is already at 


two off-site repositories, with the 
other three following shortly. 

Tapes from the Shoah 
Foundation Archive are an inte¬ 
gral part of the permanent exhibi¬ 
tion at New York’s Museum of 
Jewish Heritage. 

7. This non-profit Foundation 
was not established to “sell its 
producis’’ in a raw commercial 
fashion. Any proceeds from ancil¬ 
lary projects produced by the 
Foundation are directed back to 
the Foundation for the enhance¬ 
ment of its educational mission. 

The security of the interviews 
has always been of paramount 
concern. The testimonies will not 
be available on the IntemeL 

S. The confidentiality of the sur¬ 
vivors has never been compro¬ 
mised, as stated in the article. 

9. The reporter failed to accu¬ 
rately report numbers from a staff 
list with academic credentials 
given to him by the Foundation 
when he visited. 

10. The reporter does not even 
get the name of the Foundation 
correct. There is no “Spielberg's 
Shoah Visual History Foundation." 

The organization is called 
Survivors of the Shoah Visual 
History Foundation precisely 
because Steven Spielberg felt that 


the Foundation was not about him 
and did not belong ro him. Rather, 
it is about the survivors. It belongs 
to them. 

Despite the negative implications 
in the article, the establishment and 
growth of the Shoah Foundation 
occurred under the able leadership 
of June Beaiior and James Moll. 

Finally,- the measure of the suc¬ 
cess of an interview is not “sur¬ 


vivor’s tears." 

The Foundation measures suc¬ 
cess in many ways, including the 
depth and diversity of the archive, 
its representativeness of the entire 
survivor population, the quality of 
the interviews, and the nature of 
the historical information elicited. 

And above ail, the fact that 
Holocaust survivors and witnesses 
are able to tell their stories in their 
own words, and that this and 
future generations will be able to 
see them and to hear them. 

The Foundation’s commitment to 
the survivors has guided its entire 
mission, and this is our most sacred 
and most honored commitment.

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Spring in the IDF 


D uring the past few weeks, 
public interest in the IDF 
has tended to concentrate 
on the tussle between Shaul Mofaz 
and Matan Vtina’i over who will 
become the next chief of staff. 

By comparison, very little atten¬ 
tion has been paid to the processes 
of change now under way in the 
very structure of the organization 
which both men seek to command. 

That situation was to some 
degree rectified just before 
Independence Day, with the 
appearance of the latest issue of 
Ma ’archot. This journal, which first 
began to appear as early as 1939 
and is widely considered to be the 
most informative and authoritative 
of all IDF publications, provides 
insights into senior military think¬ 
ing on Israeli security concerns. 

The current issue continues that 
tradition. Billed as a “special pub¬ 
lication." it is devoted entirely to 
Aviv Neurim (perhaps best trans¬ 
lated as “spring youth"), the code- 
name assigned to the program of 
managerial and organizational 
reforms presently being promoted 
by the IDF General Staff. 

True, this is a subject likely to pro¬ 
voke yawns of boredom amongst 
those devotees of military affairs 
who fondly imagine that warfare is 
entirely a matter of drums, trumpets, 
blood and guts. But anyone with a 
more balanced awareness of the fac¬ 
tors which have throughout history 
decided confrontations between 
armed forces Mil readily appreciate 
that organizational factors can in foci 
make Si the difference between mfl- 
itary success and militaiy failure. 

How armed forces are organized 
(in peace as well as in war), and the 
manner in which they husband and 
deploy the resources at their dis¬ 
posal, have long been recognized 
to be crucial elements of strategy. 
This is especially true today, when 
the speed, range, complexity and 
expense of both weapons systems 
and communications networks 
increase the burdens of generalship 
at all levels of command. 

Under present circumstances, no 
military force in the world can 
afford to ignore potential for orga¬ 
nizational improvement. A trim 
and healthy structure of manage-

ment constitutes an essential pre¬ 
requisite to proficiency in both 
training and battle. Given its 
inherent dependence on qualita¬ 
tive superiority in order to com¬ 
pensate for quantitative inferiori¬ 
ty, die IDF must be especially sen¬ 
sitive to such considerations.

in our military’s entire “organiza¬ 
tional culture." The IDF will 
attempt to cut down on the waste 
in -both ■ human and -material 
resources'Which curre^Jy-results 
i from’i its i dyec-depetkIc^:e?oaj : a 
highly centralized, flabby ted 
rigidly hierarchical structure. 

Stripped to its bare essentials, the 
program proposed by Aviv Neurim 
is deceptively simple. The idea is 
to adopt a pattern of “dispersed" 
management which organizational 
theory experts claim has been high¬ 
ly effective in both profit and non¬ 
profit conglomerates in other 
spheres, both in Israel and abroad. 

In the area of military affairs, this 
can be translated into the devolu¬ 
tion of responsibility down through 
the hierarchy. Today, virtually 
every managerial decision about 
die allocation of manpower, ser¬ 
vices or commodities within indi¬ 
vidual IDF units has to go up and 
down the entire chain of command, 
generating reams of paperwork and 
consuming numerous hours. 


Why not, instead, give unit com¬ 
manders (particularly at the divi¬ 
sional level) mucb greater autono¬ 
my by allocating them a fixed bud¬ 
get which - within certain clearly 
defined limits - they can customize 
to their own needs? 

By freeing General Staff offi¬ 
cers from their present need to 
deal with the day-to-day details of 
military micro-management the 
new system will allow them more 
time to focus on their true function 
- planning and thinkin g ahead. 

Aviv Neurim'& visionaries (a 
group which includes both Mofaz 
and Vilxia’r) are explicit about the 
boundaries of their program. 

In operational matters, the IDF 
will retain its pyramid-like struc¬ 
ture. But where recruitment, train¬ 
ing and logistics are concerned, h 
will become a mucb “flatter" mil¬ 
itary organization than it is today. 

As such, it will also be a more 
effective force. It will have cut mil¬ 
itary red tape, eocoaraged individ¬ 
ual command initiative, increased 
sensitivity at all levels of authority 
to the dangers inherent in the mis¬ 
use of limited resources and - 
above all - introduced the collec¬ 
tive Israeli military mind to an 
entirely new way of thinking about 
itself and its environment 
All of this will., not happen 
xxvernjgbr. After Ml, the. IDF-Jibs 
other militaries 'the s?brhi*ver^fe 
lajarinhetbntiy conserteiwttaniiHu- 
tion, and ctiaititerefore.hactttjrbe 
expected- to welcome drastic 
changes in its traditional modes of 
behavior and thinking.

A year in politics 


A day is a long time in poli¬ 
tics. A year, or two as 
Ronni Milo is likely to find 
out, is an eternity. In Britain this 
week, it was announced that over 
70% of the British public are satis¬ 
fied with Tony Blair’s first year in 
government No incumbent prime 
minister since World War U has 
had such high popularity figures. 

Compare this to the situation of 
Prime Minister Binyamin 
Netanyahu after his first year in 
power. Having made some serious 
blunders, most notably the Bar-On 
Affair, his popularity had sunk to 
on anytime low. 

He was in a precarious situation 
with a very real possibility that 
some of his coalition partners 
would turn against him and 
remove him from office. Now, 
another year down the road, the 
tables have turned once again. 

Were there to be elections tomor¬ 
row, there is every likelihood that 
Netanyahu would return to power 
with an increased majority. He has 
strengthened his grip on his own 
coalition, with all his potential 
rivals - Dan Meridor, Benny Begin 
and David Levy - having left the 
government without causing any 
serious long-term repercussions. 

They have been replaced with 
party faithful, such as Yehoshua 
Mates and Tzahi Hanegbi, or dose 
personal allies, such as Natan 
Sharansky, none of whom would 
consider any anti-Netanyahu action. 

Indeed, it is partly as a result of 
his neutralization of powerful fig¬ 
ures, that charismatic politicians 
such as Ronni MHo have now left 
the party. But Milo's decision to 
enter tire fray at this early stage 
may yet backfire, as Netanyahu 
will use all his media skills to dis¬ 
play the new candidate as being 
oo more than a Labor Party clone.

THE fiftietii year celebrations 
have done him no harm either. Tnc 


differences of opinion concerning 
what should, or should not, be part 
of the celebrations will soon be 
forgotten. But Prime Minister 
Netanyahu has been able to bask in 
the limelight - both at home and 
abroad - of being the Israeli prime 
minister who has taken the country 
into its fiftieth anniversary. 

The world may be increasingly 
critical of Netanyahu’s intransi¬ 
gent stance on the peace process, 
but this has not served to dampen. 
their praise and support for the 
country, with Netanyahu as the 
central figure, on the occasion of 
the jubilee celebrations. 

His position hasn't been harmed 
either by Labor’s ineffective 
opposition. While many expected 
a fighting opposition to emeige 
following the elections for a new 
leader last year, it has become 
even less effective than under 
Shimon Peres, maintaining a 
strange silence. Ebud Barak, 
meanwhile, has gone from one 
poor showing to another. 

In this respect, Netanyahu and 
Blair have had similar experi¬ 
ences. Since their defeaL the 
British Conservative Party has 
also been totally ineffective in 
opposing the policies of the new 
government. But while, in Britain, 
this can partially be explained by 
the fact that the Labor Party enjoys 
a massive parliamentary majority, 
this is not the case in IsraeL 

The coalition majority remains 
marginal, while tire number of dis¬ 
contented coalition partners - 
such as the Third Way Party or 
Gesher faction — who could be 
persuaded to change colours, see 
little to be gained in backing the 
Labor at present 

Even if. as expected. Netanyahu 
achieves little in London other 
than faking his travelling circus to 


Washington next week, this will 
hardly affect his growing popular¬ 
ity back home. 

And despite the growing unem¬ 
ployment which has been brought 
on by the economic policies of 
Netanyahu and his 1 economic 
gurus, Jacob Frenkel and Yaakov 
Neeman, those most affected will 
continue to prefer him over his 
Labor rival They are likely to 
vote for him as prime minister and 
for Shas as their party. 

Recent survey material shows 
categorically that, despite the 
occasional pro-peace utterance of 
Shas leaders Aryeb Deri or 
Ovadiah Yoseph, Israel’s growing 
economic and ethnic underclass 
'Continues to support Netanyahu’s 
hard-line stance on further negoti¬ 
ations with the Palestinians. ■ 

Thus, even if they don’t vote 
Likud, they will continue to give 
their support to the incumbent 
prime minister. And their party 
will always favor a coalition 
agreement with the Likud rather 
than Labor. 

Of course, a year is a knag time 
in politics. Between now and the 
next elections, whenever they may 
be, a lot can happen to change, yet 
again, Netanyahu’s standing. For 
one thing, the entrance of Milo as 
a new candidate of the center may 
prove to be a factor which,- in the 
long term, will take important 
votes away from Netanyahu. 

But as things look at the moment, 
be has moved beyond his period of 
government mismanagement' and 
appears to have the reigns of gov-, 
eminent strongly under control. 
Given strong appetite to retain 

power at all cost, he will lose litffe 

time in castigating Milo for-having 
l eft the Likud and having trans¬ 
ferred his ideological allegiances to

O ne of Bill Clinton’s prob¬ 
lems when he faces 300- 
odd reporters is the con¬ 
text in which he speaks. He tells 
us repeatedly that he roust contin¬ 
ue to be out there looking after 
the American people’s business, 
which he has always done, 
notwithstanding “seven years" of 
persecution— 

AC die end of the session, 
reporters present in the room 
can’t be blamed for brooding on 
the salient datum. This was the 
first presidential press confer¬ 
ence in fhe year - that’s four 
months without. a press confer¬ 
ence. Why?. Well, why do you 
think? And the president knows 
that the reporters know why, and 
the reporters know that the presi¬ 
dent knows that the reporters 
know why—and round and round 
we go. 

The people out there asking the 
questions quite naturally react 
with some amusement to the 
allegation that they are motivat¬ 
ed by a desire to hang BLU 
Clinton. 

. But it is true that almost one- 
half of the press conference was 
devoted to questions that had to 
do with the president’s personal 
behavior and the implications of 
that personal behavior. 

The press and its constituencies, 
on that rare day when its mem¬ 
bers find themselves in direct 
contact with the president in a 
forum that presumes questions 
and answers, are quite naturally 
more inclined to ask about 
Lewinsky's tapes than about 
Israel’s 50th birthday. 

For all his legendary facility. 
Clinton can’t pull away from his 
inclination to impugn the motives 
of people who do or say vexa¬ 
tious things. The press - if you 
string together his statements 
over the past months - are an 
instrument of the vast right-wing 
conspiracy. 

Last week, Clinton added a fil¬ 
lip to Mrs. Clinton's right-wing 
conspiracy thesis. “It's obvious, I 
think, to the American people that 
this has been a hanL well- 
financed. vigorous dfccrtnoveLia 
ribnjp perisfcf of i time -by 1 people 
who could not contest tteideas 
,-that I brought to the table. 
Couldn't even contest the values 
behind the ideas that J brought to 
the table.” 

Clinton seems to be saying that 
if you do not believe in ah 
increase in theminimum wage (to 
use a symbol erf Clinton’s pro¬ 
grams), what you-do is take Out 
your frustration over your inabili¬ 
ty to make your point, or to con¬ 
test the motives of those who 
want that increase, by stoking the 
Lewinsky ovens and going after 
Clinton's sex life. 

If you reduce that explanation 
to its necessary parts, Clinton is 
telling us - in effect - that Milton 
Friedman’s opposition to a rise in 
the minimum wage expresses 
itself in impugning the president's 
private life. 


SO then what — in Clinton's 
analysis - are his critics ulti¬ 
mately engaged in? He has this 
down to a nice facile wordplay, 
which he used twice. The dis¬ 
tinction he urges on us is 
between his ‘deputation" and his 
“character." His critics, Clinton 
acknowledges, can affect his rep¬ 
utation. But they cannot affect 
bis character. 

Now manifestly Clinton’s rep¬ 
utation has been affected by the 
expressions of Ins critics, using 
material that floats in from 
Arkansas land plays. Little Rock 
hotels. White House suicides and 
recorded conversations between 
executive staffers. 

Sixty-five percent of Americans 
believe Clinton has withheld the 
truth and shown otter than the 
moral bearing they’d have wanted 
in a president 

But, Clinton tells us, this dero¬ 
gation has had no effect on his 
character and will not have any 
effect on his character. This is a 
variation on the s ticks-and- 

stones-will-break-my-bones 
antithesis. But it doesn’t redly 
help Clinton, in the eyes — to use 
his phrase — of those who are 
“modestly observant.”

Tiiming the key in wedlock

l\/l d * vorced w hen he was six. 
JL ▼ jLAfter that time with Dad 
was limited to Saturdays and spe¬ 
cial occasions. His folks, once so 
happy together, scarcely spoke for 
19 years. Bowman turned out fine - 
graduating from college, marrying 
and landing a good job — but he 
believes he’s one of the lucky few. 

Divorce, he contends, is devas¬ 
tating for children, shattering their 
sense of security and leaving a 
legacy of trauma that can stain an 
entire life. 

Today Bowman is director of a 
conservative lobbying group in 
Sacramento, and one of his priori¬ 
ties is to make divorce harder to geL 

From his office two blocks east 
of the state Capitol, he is engineer¬ 
ing a drive to abolish the law that 
allows married Californians to call 
it quits at a moment’s notice, even 
when one spouse objects. 

“The current system promotes 
irresponsibility — it lets you walk 
away from your marriage too eas¬ 
ily," said Bowman, 33, a wiry, 
energetic UCLA graduate and 
father of two. “There is no justice 
in our divorce laws, not for chil¬ 
dren or for tire spouse who wants 
to keep the marriage going." 

Bowman’s effort is part of an 
expanding national movement that 
aims to do away with no-fault 
divorce. 

The campaign has been led most 
vocally by conservative Christians, 
who say die modem divane “exper¬ 
iment" — laws that allow couples to 
split up unilaterally and divide their 
assets in half—has been a flop. 

To advance their cause, they cite 
a growing body of research that 
links fractured families with 
numerous social woes. 

Experts predict that one in two 
American marriages will end ra 
divorce; each year, I million chil¬ 
dren watch as their parents part. 
Studies show that a higher per¬ 
centage of youngsters from broken 
homes do poorly in school, suffer 
relationship problems, have babies 
out of wedlock and get in trouble 
with the law. 

But some sociologists say such 
consequences have been hyped by 
those seeking to enforce a tradi¬ 
tional, moralistic view of marriage 
and home life. The majority of chil¬ 
dren from divorced families, they 
say, do not suffer long-term harm. 

Moreover, critics argue, a retuni 
to the old divorce laws — 
which one spouse had to prove 
•adultery, mental cruelty or some 
other form of “fault" to get out— 
would do Hole for children, while 


With the US divorce rate soaring,

intensifying the hostilities that 
often surround divorce. 

“All we do by making divorce 
more difficult is to keep couples 
— and their children — stuck in 
misery," said University of 
Southern California sociologist 
Constance Ahrons, co-chair of the 
national Council on 
Contemporary Families. “It’s not 
divorce that’s inherently bad, it's 
bow the parents handle it.” 

As with so many other social 
trends, California was a pioneer in 
no-fault divorce. And it was a 
Republican — former Gov. 
Ronald Reagan, himself once 
divorced — who did away with 
the old regime, which required 
suing spouses to prove that their 
mates were to blame for marital 
breakdown. 

Assigning such blame often led 
to lies and lurid accusations in 


overhauls has succeeded; more 
modest reform attempts have fared 
bener. 

Several states — Iowa, for 
example — now require parents to 
take classes on how to protect 
their children from the pain of 
divorce. Others are tinkering with 
extended pre-divorce waiting peri¬ 
ods. mandatory counseling and 
other steps forcing couples to 
pause and reflect before giving up. 

And a newer wave of legislation 
takes a different tack, approaching 
the issue from the front end by 
creating an optional type of mar¬ 
riage contract that makes parting 
harder. Couples who choose a so- 
called covenant marriage agree to 
tougher nuptial conditions: pre¬ 
marital counseling, pre-divorce 
counseling and a mandatory two- 
year waiting period before a 
divorce is granted.

court, persuading participants and 
experts alike that fault-based 
divorce was a sham. 

In 1969, Reagan took the state in 
a new direction, signing a law that 
allows one spouse to exit the mar¬ 
riage simply by citing "irreconcil¬ 
able differences.” California’s 
leap into the world of no-fault 
divorce was quickly copied. 

By 1974, 45 states had some 
form of no-fault law; by 1985, the 
rest were on board. 

The current campaign to revamp 
divorce laws got its start in the 
Midwest, where legislators in 
Michigan and Iowa have sought to 
create a two-tier divorce system 
that would prohibit no-fault disso¬ 
lutions in cases in which one 
spouse contests, the split or minor 
children are involved. Those 
efforts have stalled, but they ignit¬ 
ed interest in Illinois, Virginia, 
Washington, Georgia and a hand- 
fill of other states.- 

So far, none of the broad-scale 


Louisiana passed the nation's 
first covenant marriage law last 
year. 

Bowman believes that approach 
is wrongheaded, arguing that it 
cheapens the institution of mar¬ 
riage by offering a real and a “lite" 
version. The problem is not the 
seriousness of the wedding vow, 
he says, but the ease with which it 
can be broken in court 

Bowman wants to create three 
divorce options in California. The 
first, and rrrast preferable to him. 
would be- divorce by mutual con¬ 
sent. If one spouse objects, the other 
would have to use persuasion — or 
financial incentives in the form of 
child support or assets — to pur¬ 
chase a ticket out of the marriage. 

If that approach fails, one spouse 
could attempt to prove fault as 
divorcing couples did in the old 
days. 

Under the third option, a spouse 
could dissolve the marriage unilat¬ 
erally -— but only after a two-year 






waiting period during which the 
couple shared the same home. 

Bowman's work cm divorce stems 
from his position as director of the 
lobbying group Capitol Resource 
Institute. Founded and largely fund¬ 
ed by conservative Republican sate 
Sen. Rob Hunt and wealthy 
Christian political donor Howard 
Ahmanson, the group is dedicated 
"the principles of traditional fam¬ 
ilies" and tracks legislation on a 
host of social issues, from abortion 
to gay rights. 

Although it is hard to find any¬ 
one who is happy about the 
nation's high divorce rate, 
Americans generally oppose 
efforts by government to make it 
tougher to split up, polls show. 

Critics accuse the reformers of 
trying to lock people in unhappy 
marriages for the sake of a tradi¬ 
tional nuclear family. John Burton, 
Democratic leader of the 
California state .Senate, said “forc- 
ing people to May together when 
they’re miserable can create a lot 
of resentment," exposing partici¬ 
pants to violence and other forms 
of abuse. 

Veteran Los Angeles divorce 
lawyer Ira Lurvey says the notion 
that you can force people to work 
out their problems — especially in 
a society addicted to instant grati¬ 
fication — is foolhardy. 

"We didn’t force people to stop 
smoking and eat healthier — we 
began encouraging people that it's 
in their best Interest to do so." 
Lurvey said. "So perhaps if we 
encourage people [hat a positive 
marriage is in their interest — and 
teach them how to get that — 
we'll be better off," 

That said, Lurvey believes that 
die painful consequences of divorce 
demand that something be done. 
The unanswered question, he said, 
is "What is that something?" 

Lurvey believes dial part of the 
solution is coming to a better 
understanding of what marriage 
means today. Toward that end, he 
serves on a national task force 
seeking to create an institute to 
fund nonpartisan research on mar¬ 
riage and divorce. But Bowman 
says the facts are already in. that 
no more studies are needed. 

“Divorce is destroying families, 
making vagabonds" out of our 
kids," he said. "I don’t want to 
prohibit divorce, but F think it 
should be a lot more difficult, to 
get."

Violations are all in the family

Absorption Ministry Director- 
General Shlomii Canaan shared 
more than pare ms with one of hex 
co-workers, the comptroller found. 

In addition, she and her brother 
met regularly about ministry mat¬ 
ters, and he sent her regular mes¬ 
sages about office business, in 
express violation of the terms set 
by the government for her appoint¬ 
ment. 

When told of the infraction, the 
director-general confirmed that she 
had indeed violated die terms of 
her appointment, but said that the 
work relationship between diem 
had “only advanced the matter of 
absorption and helping immi¬ 
grants.'’ 

The comptroller was angered 



that Canaan “viewed the violation 
of administrative procedures as a 
purely technical matter." Canaan 


was appointed in June 1997. 

While she was being considered 
for the post in May it was decided 
to create a chain of command that 
would “keep her apart from her 
brother." 

Her brother, who served as a 
division head, had been involved 
in helping convince Ethiopian 
immigrants to leave caravan sites. 

Absorption Minister Yuli 
Edelstein told government officials 
at the time of her appointment that 
die brother was needed in this job, 
and could not be transferred else¬ 
where. 

However, it was found that by 
the time Canaan took over, he was 
no longer doing that job. 

Shortly after her appointment, 
the comptroller began receiving 
numerous complaints from work¬ 


ers about a direct working relation¬ 
ship between her and her brother. 

The workers said the issue dam¬ 
aged his relationship with his co- 
workers and die functioning of die 
ministry. 

The comptroller also found dial, 
after a ministry reorganization 
which should have had her brother 
reporting to the deputy director- 
general, he in fact continued to 
report directly to her. 

In July 1997, he sent her a doc¬ 
ument in which he oatlined min¬ 
istry areas of responsibility and 
needs, which she later passed off 
as her own. 

Her brother also used his family 
connection to improve his own 
work conditions, and to push his 
own projects while bypassing his 
superiors. 


It was also found that in the latter 
months of 1997, he bypassed min¬ 
istry district heads to set up meet¬ 
ings with people in (heir districts. 
No steps were taken to prevent him 
from doing so again. 

The comptroller found it “serious 
that the director-general did not put 
hex brother in hi$ place even when 
die received many complaints 
against him." 

Civil Service Commissioner 
Shmuel Hollander was contacted 
about the situation and in January 
1998 wrote that “there is no way 
that she and her brother can con¬ 
tinue to work at the ministry, and 
one of them. will have to leave 
immediately." 

He was then told by Canaan that 
hex brother was leaving the min¬ 
istry.

Good intentions not enough to absorb Ethiopian pupils

Despite good intentions and some visible 
progress made in recent years, the 
Education Ministry's efforts to folly inre¬ 
grate Ethiopian immigrant pupils into the 
nation's school system are still incomplete. 

- These problems, however, also reflect 
mistakes made by the government in not 
distributing the Ethiopian immigrants in 
more established communities, resulting in 
a concentration of them in areas with fewer 
educational opportunities. 

• The comptroller's office examined the 
1996-97 school year, when some 16,700 
Ethiopian pupils were studying, most of 
diem in state-religious schools. 

Attempts to prevent an overly targe con¬ 
centration of Ethiopian immigrant pupils in 
specific schools were less than successful, 
although the comptroller noted this was not 
necessarily the ministry's fault. 

The immigrants usually settled where 


they could afford to buy homes and in prox¬ 
imity to family, creating concentrations of 
them, particularly in Beersheba, Ashdod, 
Afula, Hadera, Ramie, Kiryat Malachi, 
Kiryat Gat, Rehovot and Ashkelon. 

Seven of these communities are on the 
lower end of the socioeconomic scale, and 
Religious Education Authority studies show 
that most of the Ethiopians have been 
absorbed in schools where the pupils' 
socioeconomic level is low. 

“These schools invested a great deal of 
resources in advancing the veteran pupils, 
and die arrival of the Ethiopian newcomers 
created an additional burden on them, and 
worsened the educational and social prob¬ 
lems in the schools," the study found. 

Although the percentage of Ethiopian 
pupils should not exceed 25%, authority 
inspectors found that in 19 schools, they 
made up an average of 47% of the pupils. 
As a result, pupils from established families 
pulled their children from these schools. 


Meanwhile, parents of Ethiopian pupils 
bused to other schools to avoid such heavy 
concentrations complained about die bus¬ 
ing, particularly for younger children. 

The study found particular problems 
regarding the assigning of Ethiopian pupils 
to special education programs. Many par¬ 
ents complained that their children were 
sent to special education facilities even 
though they were capable of studying in 
regular frameworks, if resources would be 
provided to help them to do so. 

Family members also complained that 
they were not involved in the process which 
determined if the pupils would go to special 
education classes, or were not told they 
were assigned to diem. As a result of die 
resulting distrust between the parents and 
ministry officials, community activists 
encouraged parents not to allow their chil¬ 
dren to be tested. 

Parents complained that a higher percent¬ 
age of Ethiopian pupils were in special edu- 


suspicion 


cation classes than in the general popula¬ 
tion, but ministry officials denied this, say¬ 
ing the opposite was true. 

But tire comptroller noted the ministry 
lacks updated data about die number of 
Ethiopian pupils in special, education pro¬ 
grams, making it difficult to tel! who is 
right 

On a positive note, the report noted that 
between the 1994-95 school year and die 
1996-97 school year, there was a sharp 
increase in the percentage of Ethiopian 
pupils in 12th grade who earned matricula¬ 
tion certificates, from 8% to 23%. However, 
this was still. considerably less than- the 
matriculation rate in die overall population, 
which by 96-97 was twice die Ethiopians’ 
rate. 

Pupils who were given special training 
courses for die matriculation exam did even 
better, showing that with proper preparation 
and encouragement, progress can be 
achieved.

Severe irregularities were 
found. in the Absorption 
Ministry’s procedures for dis¬ 
bursing funds to institutions. , 

The funds, disbursed to organi¬ 
zations to advance the absorption 
of immigrants, totaled some NIS 
12 million in 1997. The probe 
was carried out.between March, 
and September 1997, ' and 
focused on the activities , of the 
ministry’s director 1 general, 
Shlomit ‘Canaan, who acts as 
head of the funding committee. 

In particular, tire comptroller 
'blasted Canaan for signing an 
approval to transfer funds to a 
non-profit organization less than 
a month after she resigned from 
its board. 

By law, such resignations 
require at least 30 days notice, 
meaning that she was still techni¬ 
cally a board member when she 
approved the finding ‘for tile 
group, a blatant conflict.of inter¬ 
est 

The director-general had 
informed the comptroller that 
since her- resignation in May 
1997 from the group's board, she 
stopped taking part in funding 
meetings involving die organiza¬ 
tion. However, the - comptroller 
found that she had taken part in 
such a meeting in August 1997, 
The comptroller . slammed 
Canaan for lying to the investiga¬ 
tors- . 

The comptroller also found dial 
a protocol regarding the funding 
committee’s consideration of this 
group's request was inaccurate, a 
violation of proper administra¬ 
tive procedures, the comptroller 
noted. 

The comptroller also faulted 
the ministry far its generally 
poor preparation of protocols, 
which were often corrected in 


handwriting - including the 
funding amounts - without 
observing the rules for such cor¬ 
rections. 

As a result, the information in 
ibe protocols was not reliable. 
Computerized reports on funding 
were also found to contain unre¬ 
liable or incomplete information. 

. The comptroller had found that 
the ministry had failed to adver¬ 
tise the availability of tire fund¬ 
ing in at least two newspapers 
and failed to draw up separate 
budgets for issuing funds to local 
authorities and institutions. 

Irregularities were also found 
in the funding registry, where 
amounts recorded were at times 
substantially lower than the 
amount actually approved by the 
ministry for a given organization. 

“That the ministry published 
incorrect figures in the registry is 
especially grave," the comptrol¬ 
ler wrote. 

Tlte ministry had also given 
several allotments to the same 
organizations, which were listed 
under, different names or several 
names that had been altered 
slightly- "This gave the impres¬ 
sion that the funding was given 
to different organizations,” said 
the comptroller, who recom¬ 
mended that the registration 
number of the organizations be 
used in die registry instead of 
names. 

• The comptroller also faulted 
the ministry for failing to the 
coordinate funding for organiza¬ 
tions with other government min¬ 
istries, though she had warned 
that this must be done in last 
year’s report. This is important to 
avoid “double-dipping” by orga¬ 
nizations, the comptroller said. 

By the end of the probe, sever¬ 
al of the record-keeping deficien¬ 
cies were being or had been cor¬ 
rected, the comptroller noted.

The system for allocating the 
Education Ministry budget has led 
to inequality in funding among 
die local authorities, leading to a 
situation whereby the quality of a 
child's education is significantly 
affected by where he lives. 

Increasingly, it is the local 
authorities' ability to leant the 
loopholes in the budgeting system 
that determines its level of educa- 
ticnal services. 

A more equitable system for 
allocating funds for education 
must be found, the comptroller 
said, perhaps by expanding cur¬ 
rent experiments in self-adminis¬ 
tration already launched in some 
schools. 

The study examined funding for 
education between April 1 996 and 
September 1997 at nine local 
authorities: Kiryat Ata, Daburiya, 
the Beit She'an Valley, Even 
Yehuda, Tel Aviv-Jaffa, Bat Yam. 
Mevasseret Zion. Yavne and 
Kiryat Malachi. 

During this period, the ministry 
gave local councils NIS 3.41 bil¬ 
lion for education, money that 
was transferred under no less than 
255 budget items, based on vari¬ 
ous considerations by ministry 
officials in the field. 

Since these officials do not 
always coordinate, and because 
the budget is broken up into so 
many different sections, the 
amount received by the local 
authorities per pupil is not equal. 

The study cited complaints by 
the Union of Local Authorities in 
Israel as early as 1991 that the 
Education and Labor and Social 
Welfare ministries were not pro¬ 
viding enough for these services. 


forcing them into deficits. 

An interministerial committee 
at the time found that local 
authorities were committing 
themselves financially to more 
than that what the ministry pro¬ 
vided in educational services, 
because actual expenses were 
higher than ministry indices 
showed. This problem continues, 
the report says, and is one of the 
contributing factors to local 
deficits. 

A check of allocations meant to 
be made according to specific cri¬ 
teria showed that the ministry did 
not always make sure this was 
properly done, the report found. 

Instead, the amount transferred 
for items such as psychological 
services was often based simply 
on the previous year’s allocations, 
hurting communities trying to 
“break into" the funding cycle. 

Because of the lack of uniform 
criteria, some local authorities 
receive a great deal in funding for 
special educational services, 
while others get almost nothing. 

The average last year was NIS 
601 per pupil, (he study found, but 
actually ranged from NIS 74 to 
NIS 3,638, with Arab and Druse 
communities making up 4] of the 
50 communities receiving the 
lowest such allocations. 

The study also looked at the 
amount spent by the local author¬ 
ities on education. 

It found that while the Tel Aviv- 
Jaffa Municipality was able and 
willing to invest' tens of millions 
of shekels of its self-generated 
funds in strengthening its educa¬ 
tion and welfare programs, towns 
like Kiryat Ata and Daburiya can 
spend very little on improving 
education.

Thus, while the education sys¬ 
tem is the main vehicle for giving 
every child an equal chance to 
advance according to his or her 
abilities, the current situation 
makes a mockery of the principle 
of equal opportunity, she said. 

The ministry responded that it 
was aware of the problem, and 
pointed to an experiment in self- 
administration currently going on 


in some schools, under which 
those schools get their budgets 
directly from all sources, based on 
a level of services determined by 
the Finance, Education, and 
Interior ministries and the ULAL 
The self-administration pro- 
- gram has already been initiated in 
Jerusalem and is expected to also 
start in Tel Aviv and Haifa next 
year.

For the past few years, die min¬ 
istry has also been funding emis¬ 
saries there to fulfill assignments 
that are not on its behalf, but for the 
Histadrut 

The comptroller said die work 
plans prepared by the Bonn 
embassy for 1997 do not serve as 
an operational tool, but were pre¬ 
pared simply to fulfill ministry 
requirements to draw up such 
plans. 

Although disseminating informa¬ 
tion to German universities was 
defined as one of the most impor¬ 
tant objectives of the embassy’s 
public relations work, only a small 
percentage of die trips taken by the 
information officer and embassy 
spokesman were to deliver lectures 
at universities. 

In anticipation of the embassy’s 
transfer to Berlin in 1999, the gov¬ 
ernment will need a structure to 
serve as an embassy as well as the 
ambassador’s official residence. 
The process of making the requisite 
arrangements has beat faulty, and 
delay wQl likely lead to unneces¬ 
sary expenditures. 

In April 1997, a Mimouna cele¬ 
bration was held outside Foreign 
Minister David Levy's residence in 
JemraJem. 

For this purpose, an (unsalaried) 



adviser to the minister ordered 350 
portions of food at $32 each from a 
local hotd; the order was proved 
by a fax sent to die hotel from the 
foreign minister’s bureau. The fbtal 
cost to -, the ministry : Was 'NIS. 
44,500. 

The ministry's deputy director- 
general for administration said he 
teamed about the food enter-after 
die fact. . 

An inquiry indicated that Hid 


bureau did not have a list of the 
persons who attended, to ascertain 
if any diplomats or ministry 
staffersi were invited, which might 
have justified fee ministry’s partic¬ 
ipation. 

An aide said the minister had 
asked feat some ministry staffers 
and diplomats be invited and a few 
of fee guests were called from the 
ministry, but “most of the work was 
done at the Gesher Party offices." 



Adviser named without security check

State Comptroller Miriam Ben- 
Porat has spent a great deal of her 
10 -year stint as comptroller bal¬ 
ding appointments made for polit¬ 
ical reasons or without observing 
established procedures and regula¬ 
tions. 

In this, her last report, Beii-Porat 
spent nearly 50 pages proving that 
such appointments continue, giv¬ 
ing some two dozen examples. 

During April and May 1997, the 
comptroller investigated the 
engagement of an unpaid adviser 
af the Prime Minister's Office. 

In fee adviser's personal file 
there is a letter of appointed dated 
September 9, J996, in which the 
director-general names him as 
“Adviser to the Director-General 
of the Prime Minister’s Office (on 
a volunteer basis). 

There follows an unsigned, 
undated declaration by the person 
concerned, saying he would start 
working September 9,1996.

Security cordon along Green Line a failure

Smce 1967, Palestinian residents 
of the territories cross to and from 
Jordan via two crossings, at the 
Allenby Bridge and the Adam 
Bridge. The two points are also 
used for transferring nterchandSsa. 

The Allenby Bridge terminal is 
also used by Israeli Arabs on pil¬ 
grimage to Mecca, by tourists from 
Arab countries and other countries 
that have diplomatic relations with 
Israel, and UN personnel. Israeli 
Jews entering Jordan use other bor¬ 
der crossings: at the Sheikh Hussein 
Bridge in the North and the Arava 
in the South. 

From November 1996 to May 
1997 the comptroller investigated 
the operation of (he Allenby and 
Adam bonier crossings. 

More than two years after the 
responsibility for operating the 
Allenby Bridge terminal was trans¬ 
ferred from the civil administration 
to the Airports Authority, the comp¬ 
troller found administrative and 
security regulations had not been 
enforced according to die interim 
agreement signed by Israel and the 
Palestinians in September 1995. 

The report noted that due to dis¬ 
agreements. between the Defense 
Ministry and the Airports Authority, 
the transfer of equipment and struc¬ 
tures from the civil administration 
to the Airports Authority hadn't 
taken place. 

The report found that even though 
in 1996 far fewer people used toe 
Allenby terminal than expected, the 
personnel hours (excluding security 
guards) exceeded toe budgeted 
amount by some 45%. However. 
42% fewer hours were registered by 
security guards than was allotted. 

The facilities at toe terminal are 
poor. The parking area has no roof 
to protect vehicles from the hot sun, 
there is no seating and sanitary con¬ 
ditions are inadequate. 

The report also noted that sewage 
at toe terminal had not been treated 
as required and drained into toe 
Jordan River. The comptroller 
demanded that die Airports 

ning toe Adam Bridge crossing, 
which is still run by toe rivft admin* 
i station, was far less than required. - 
The comptroller also noted that 
many of those employed at both 
border crossings are not skilled 


The IDFs establishment of a 
security cordon between the terri¬ 
tories and Israel has been a fail¬ 
ure, with ' tens of thousands of 
Palestinians illegally crossing the 
Green Line daily and Israeli Arab 
criminals finding safe havens for 
their activity in Palestinian 
Authority areas. 

The comptroller said that terror¬ 
ists exploit the breach along the 
290-kilometer-long Green Line 
and enjoy virtually complete free¬ 
dom to cross into Israel and com¬ 
mit tenor attacks. Israeli efforts to 
stop infiltration through IDF 
roadblocks or erecting natural 
barriers have been ineffective. 

Palestinians routinely smuggle 
Weapons, drugs and stolen cars, 
toe report said, noting that the 


economic damage alone from the 
illegal traffic is huge. 

The comptroller’s study 
remarked that Palestinian terror¬ 
ists, between 1991-96, conducted 
76 attacks within Israel, not 
including Jerusalem. 

The terrorists easily crossed toe 
Green Line by Israeli buses or pri¬ 
vate vehicles, carrying their 
weapons and explosives. 

Several plans drafted by the IDF 
and government committees to 
prevent infiltration have not been 
implemented, including a plan to 
prevent terrorists from entering 
Jerusalem. 

The report pointed to a plan 
approved by then IDF deputy 
chief of staff Maj.-Gen. Matan 
Vilna'i in 1995 to construct three 
barriers extending 8.5 kilometers 
between communities on the 



Israeli side of the Green Line and 
the adjacent Palestinian areas, 
including Kaikilya and Tulkarm. 
The project involved toe purchase 


of NTS 40 million of sophisticated 
electronic measures such as sen¬ 
sors and infra-red cameras to 
monitor infiltration. 

By August 1997, toe equipment 
had not been installed and there 
were no regular patrols in toe 
area, seriously reducing the effec¬ 
tiveness of toe project. 

The current security system is 
based on roadblocks and constant 
patrols. But the comptroller's 
check of four roadblocks found 
that Palestinians crossed- the 
Green Line unhindered only a few 
hundred meters away from toe 
IDF checkpoints. 

The IDF told the comptroller in 
November 1997 that in the 
absence of a fence or physical 
barrier, soldiers are unable to stop 
the illegal traffic of people and 
goods. 


But the comptroller poinieil io 
DDF priorities that deem it more 
important to concentrate soldiers 
in areas of friction wiih 
Palestinians rather than prevent 
infiltration along toe Green Line. 

Moreover. Israeli efforts to 
coordinate with the P,\ police to 
prevent infiltration have 
decreased since 1996. In October 
of that year, toe Israel Police, 
responsible for toe frontiers just 
inside the Green Line, told toe 
IDF that because of budget cuts 
police officers would not partici¬ 
pate in joint patrols with their 
Palestinian counterparts. 

In addition, the Palestinian 
Police has refused Israel Police 
requests to coordinate investiga¬ 
tions of crimes by Israeli citizens 
within PA areas, the result is, toe 
report said, that Israeli criminal 


complaints about incidents in 
Area A are not dealt with by either 
the PA or Israel, 

Therefore. Israeli criminals - 
virtually all of them Arabs - are 
tree to operate in Area A with 
impunity. 

The comptroller quoted an IDF 
report from the Regional Security 
Committee that toe failure of 
Israeli-Pale&tinian cooperation on 
criminals operating on both sides 
of the Green Line~“cou!d lead in 
toe future to cooperation between 
criminals in smuggling all kinds 
of weapons; that the use of 
weapons by criminals that could 
lead to shooting from both sides 
{of the Green Line] and that toe 
PA police will become used to 
dealing with Israeli criminals by 
arguing that toe Israel Police are 
not handling the matter."

IDF not diligent about 
locating deferment violators

In a follow-up to a comptrol¬ 
ler’s report on draft deferments 
filed a decade ago, the comptrol¬ 
ler found ihat none of the recom¬ 
mendations made in 1988 had 
been implemented, and the num¬ 
ber of deferments had increased 
drastically. 

The number of those deferring 
service was 18350 in 1988, but 
by 1997 the number was 28.772. 
This figure represented 7.4 per¬ 
cent of those eligible for military 
service. 

Supervision of the yeshivot 
whose students were granted 
deferments was deemed inade¬ 
quate. 

The army claimed that it visited 
all yeshivot nationwide once 
every three years to make sure 

J DJ/Tan fexamlnation found that 
the IDF had visited only approx¬ 
imately half of the 622 recog¬ 
nized yeshivot in the' past three 
years....

The government also allocated 
NIS 10 million for infrastructure 
in toe city, something not offered 
to nearby communities. 

The comptroller found that 
deputy housing minister Meir 
porush has worked to change the 
status of Harisb, one of the 
“seven star” communities going 
up in toe Wadi Ara area, from a 
mixed wliiriou^se^lar ^commu¬ 
nity to a haredi one. 

Porush also, lobbied to give 
that particular-community the 


status of National Priority Area 
A. 

In addition, the comptroller 
noted that toe ministry is allowed 
by law to allocate certain land 
parcels to population groups with 
a “religious character.” 

What toe ministry hasn’t done, 
she said, is define toe term “reli¬ 
gious character,” and in practice 
allocates such areas only for 
haredi m. 

This is “contrary to directives 
by the attorney-general that sepa¬ 
rate areas should not be allocated 
only for haredi m,” toe comptrol¬ 
ler wrote. 


Paying yeshivot for students 
who Had long left that particular 
yeshiva, and failing to properly 
monitor yeshiva applications for 
fends, were among the problems 
found in the investigation of toe 
Religious Affairs Ministry's 
department that funds Torah 
institutions. 

This depanmen l allocates 
roughly half of toe ministry’s 
budget, which stood at NTS 1.6 
billion in 1997. 

During that year, the ministry 
allocated NIS 796 million to hun¬ 
dreds of yeshivot and seminaries 
for some 194,000 men and 
women students. 

Some of that money, the comp¬ 
troller found, was transferred to 
yeshivot ineligible for the funds, 
because the registered students 
were no longer studying toere. 

A smaller amount of money 
was paid for students registered 
under fictitious names. 

The Religious Affairs Ministry 
provides a monthly sum to 
yeshivot per student For 
instance, a yeshiva high school 
receives NIS 355 per pupil per 
month, a full-day koliel gets NIS 
653 per head, and the hesder 
yeshivot receive NIS 672 per stu¬ 
dent. 

The comptroller found that the 
number of students in toe various 
Torah institutions jumped by 
nearly 25 percent between 1995 
and 1997. 

This is far beyond toe increase 
registered in non-Torah educa¬ 
tional institutions. 


What emerges from the report 
is that one reason for this jump is 
that the ministry had been paying 
some yeshivot for students who 
were not toere. 

For instance, in August 1997 
the comptroller checked some 
1,150 students whose ID num¬ 
bers looked suspicious. The 
comptroller found that of these, 
400 students were registered 
under ID numbers that did not 
exist, and 42 students were regis¬ 
tered under the names of people 
who did not exist, or who are not 
Jewish. 

In addition, the comptroller 
found that in 262 cases, the min¬ 
istry paid money to yeshivot for 
students who, according to IDF 
records, were signed up in insti¬ 
tutions that for ideological rea¬ 
sons do not accept money from 
the state. 

In other words, a student was 
enrolled in one yeshiva that takes 
no money from toe slate, but his 
name appeared on toe list of 
another yeshiva that does accept 
funding. This, of course, meant 
that toe registration list of one of 
those yeshivot had to be inaccu¬ 
rate. 

The comptroller quoted from 
her 1994 report, which also dealt 
with yeshiva funding. 

In it, she said that the ministry 
should stop funding to. or even 
take legal action against, institu¬ 
tions that presented falsified doc¬ 
uments. 

“The findings of ihe comptrol¬ 
ler shows that there has been no 
improvement in this area,” she 
wrote. 


A whopping 30 percens of 
the country's 1-5 million 
households do not have access 
to a shelter in or near their liv¬ 
ing quarters. 

Half of those who do have 
shelters have toe type that are 
built to withstand bombings, 
but not chemical or biological 
weapons. 

The problem is particularly 
serious in the center of the 
country, its economic hub, 
“where toe concentration of 
the population is greatest, but 
where there is virtually no 
new construction,” the report 
said. 

Most schools and hospitals 
also don't have adequate shel¬ 
ters, since most were built 
before the threat of unconven¬ 
tional weapons had been con¬ 
sidered. 

The comptroller criticized 
toe foot-dragging in building 
proper shelters in schools. The 
Finance Ministry is wasting 
money by funding the con¬ 
struction of old-fashioned 
bomb shelters at schools, 
despite the Home Front’s 
position that they are not 
effective for facing today's 
threats, she said. 

The Finance Ministry justi¬ 
fied this by noting toe Health 
Ministry's position is not to 
hold classes during limes of 
national emergency, so the 
shelters would sit empty, any¬ 
way. 

But the report noted that the 
policy under governments 
past and present is that classes 


would not necessarily be can¬ 
celed during war, so as to 
allcw life :o go on as normal¬ 
ly as possible. 

The comptroller advised toe 
government to take a clear 
stand on protecting the home 
front during a war, and sug¬ 
gested a series of incentives 
for the public to improve their 
shelters. 

The IDF said that by law. 
the local authorities are 
required to build public shel¬ 
ters and toe Home Front 
Command merely acts as an 
adviser in the matter. 

It also passed the buck 
regarding shelters in schools 
and hospitals, blaming the 
Education and Finance min¬ 
istries. 

In another section the comp¬ 
troller examined the IDF 
reserve system, toe 1 backbone 
of the country's defense in 
time of war, which still 
receives enormous funding 
and manpower to maintain its 
readiness. 

But the state comptroller 
found that the IDF hasn’t 
bothered to update its list of 
reservists, which often causes 
confusion, and toe people 
responsible for implementing 
call-ups are not properly 
trained. 

It also noted that toe IDF did 
not have call-up drills during 
1992-1996, as if had planned. 
It also faulted the IDF for not 
examining toe ramifications 
of reservists using their pri¬ 
vate cars to go to war, some¬ 
thing which could cause mas¬ 
sive traffic jams.

Screening inadequate when 
reissuing gun licenses

Many people here carry 
weapons even though there is no 
particular reason for them to do 
so, the comptroller found. 

The (aw permits civilians and 
those working for certified compa¬ 
nies to possess and/or carry 
weapons only with a license grant¬ 
ed by the Interior Ministry. Such a 
license also requires the recom¬ 
mendation of the police and 
Health Ministry. 

To obtain the license, an appli¬ 
cant has to provide a reasonable 
excuse for needing the weapon. 

But the investigation revealed 
that, once a gun license is issued, 
the ministry does not. when reis¬ 
suing the license, systematically 


check that the reason it was grant¬ 
ed is still valid. 

At the same time, the ministry 
fails to monitor whether weapon 
owners are training regularly or 
whether weapons belonging to 
deceased persons are turned over 
to the police. 

Information on. possible viola¬ 
tors of these rules is not passed on 
regularly by the Interior Ministry 
to the police, whose duty it is to 
track down offenders. 

Ministry officials do not conduct 
an interview with people who 
apply for licenses although this is 
a stipulation of the law. 

The DDF has an updated comput¬ 
erized list of medical information 
but it fails to transfer this regular¬ 
ly to the Health Ministry, as is 


required. (The IDF said the 
Medical Corps is preparing to do 
this.) 

The Health Ministry, mean¬ 
while, does not transfer medical 
information from the IDF to die 
Interior Ministry with regard to 
persons requesting a license. 

Moreover, the law requires a 
doctor or psychologist to report to 
the Health Ministry any person 
who is likely to harm himself or 
the public with a weapon or who is 
physically unfit to carry a weapon, 
the report says. 

No license should be granted 
before this list is checked, the 
comptroller said. 

The Labor and Social Affairs 
Ministry also has useful informa¬ 
tion about people who could pose 


a danger to the public but this 
information is not used, the report 
noted. 

On the other hand, die police 
automatically rejects license appli¬ 
cations from those suspected of 
non-senous crimes, although the 
law says that every case must be 
checked individually to protect the 
applicant’s civil rights. 

The police do not check the 
weapons that are held by licensed 
organizations and there are no 
updated computerized lists of all 
the weapons that would make it 
possible to identify every wea¬ 
pon. 

Weapons should be granted to 
recognized organizations on a per¬ 
sonal and not a collective basis, 
the report recommended.

TA traffic mess steins 
from delays, indecision

Faulty planning, insufficient bud¬ 
gets, delays and indecision are pre¬ 
venting the devising of a solution 
to the Tel Aviv metropolitan area’s 
traffic and mass transit problems. 

In the last three years, the gov¬ 
ernment, municipality and Ports 
and Railways Authority have been 
preparing plans, costing some 
NIS 30 million, to alleviate the 
traffic tie-ups in the Tel Aviv met¬ 
ropolitan area. By the end of last 
year, however, nothing had been 
implemented. 

The deteriorating public transport 
conditions are causing damage to 
the economy and to the residents' 
quality of life, says the report ! 

The comptroller warned that con¬ 
tinued delay in advancing a mass 
transit solution for the area - delin¬ 



eated by Netanya in die north, 
Rosh Ha'ay in and Modi’in in the 
east, Ashdod in die south and die 
sea in the west - would lead to the 


area’s roads becoming impassable. 

If the authorities delay in finding 
solutions any further, plans drat 
have cost many millions of shekels 
will be outdated, and costly new 
ones will be needed, she added. 

In addition, construction being 
proposed on die land intended for 
building mass transit projects will 
prevent them from ever being 
implemented. . 

The report found that authorities 
failed to allocate sufficient budgets 
for suburban tail lines agreed upon 
with the Ports and Railway 
Authority, including lines to Kfar 
Sava, Lod and other suburbs. 

The authority, meanwhile, 
planned four railway stations along 
the Ayalon route as an essential part 
of the suburban train system, but 
construction of three stations out of 
die four hasn’t even started yet.

A threat 
of clogged 
skies

Plans for-mpifc airports 
to take off, threatening the couh- 
try's ability to deal with the pre¬ 
dicted increase in international 
and domestic air travel. 

Although the Transport Ministry 
began drawing up a national out¬ 
line plan for airports (TAMA 15) 
as early as 1972, it is still not fin¬ 
ished, and without it there is no 
statutory protection for the land 
proposed as airfields. 

Similarly, work on a master plan 
for aviation only began in 1997. 

Although throughout all these 
years it was clear that the country 
needs a second international air¬ 
port, no alternative sites for or 
date of construction of this airport 
have been determined. 

Under national planning and 
construction regulations from 
1982, all airfields require an envi¬ 
ronmental impact report. 
However, the National Planning 
and Construction Council CNPCC) 
did not demand environmental 
impact reports for those airports 
mapped out in TAMA 15, includ¬ 
ing those which are in the process 
of being approved. 

The comptroller also said there 
is a possible conflict of interests in 
the decisiqn to altow the Israel 
Airports Authority, which today 
runs the airports, to draw up the 
master plan for airports - some of 
which, in die end, may be run by 
private companies. 

“It’s only natural to assume the 
authority will not examine ibe rel¬ 
evant issues - particularly the pos¬ 
sibility that the airports will be 
operated by entrepreneurs - objec¬ 
tively," the comptroller wrote.

Many road signs 
no help in 
finding your way

Road signs on the 5,000 kilo¬ 
meters of intercity roads are 
often so deficient that they 
prove a hazard more than a help, 
and safety fences and road 
dividers are often substandard 
or non-existent. 

The comptroller noted there 
had been a drop io the 
Department of Public Works's 
(DPW) maintenance budget 
between 1995 and 1997. 

In sections of Highways 1. 2, 
4 and 5. and on pans of the 
Ayalon Highway, road signs 
were erected without the proper 
autiiorizatioB^rora the Transport 
Ministry's traffic comptroller. * 

Road projects carried out by 
various bodies failed to use uni¬ 
form road signs and comply 
with the guidelines for placing 
the signs. 

Many road signs are hidden by 
trees and many are not painted 
with luminous paint to enable 
night reading; in fact, on many 
signs the paint had so faded that 


they could hardly be read in the 
daytime. 

The comptroller stressed that 
the DPW had failed to build 
security fences and dividers in 
many places where they were 
needed; where they did exist, 
many were poorly placed or 
substandard, and thus ineffec¬ 
tive. 

Many had not been repaired 
after they had been hit by vehi¬ 
cles. 

To minimize damage when 
vehicles crash into light poles 
along the highways the poles are 
constructed so that on impact 
they fall to the ground. 

But ifl^many cases the poles 
were embedded' in cement thaT 
jutted some 20 centimeters to 60 
cm. from ground level thus 
posed more of a threat to vehi¬ 
cles than a safety provision. 

When the DPW is paving 
roads, temporary alternatives 
must be arranged and enforced 
to allow for the smooth flow of 
traffic. 

At the Rosh Ha’ayin junction. 



a contractor working for the 
DPW was found to have failed 
to properly mark the detour 
with the required directional 
signs. 


Trucks used by the contractor 
endangered oncoming traffic by 
swerving from the lane being 
paved to the lane being used by 
traffic.

Regulations ignored 
in planning new cities

The Housing Ministry initiated 
the development of two towns - 
Iitoel, in the Wadi Ara region, and 
Bnei Ayisb. south of Gedera - 
without following regulations, the 
comptroller found. 

Although die national planning 
bodies had determined that Irion 
would not be needed before the 
year 2020, the Housing Minister 
started planning the new town in 
1993, conducting surveys and 
commissioning a study that was 
meant to establish that the town 
was really needed. 

This study, however, determined 
that building liron at the time was 
not necessarily a better alternative 
than other plans being proposed to 
increase the housing stock in the 
Haifa district. 

V: But the planning procedures

Supervision of communications services inadequate

After the Communications 
Ministry transferred responsibili¬ 
ty for providing phone and mail 
services to Bezeq and the Postal 
Authority some 15 years ago, its 
main task is to supervise the stan¬ 
dard and cost of these public ser¬ 
vices. 

But the comptroller found that 
this oversight has been inade¬ 
quate. 

“In recent years, the ministry 
has worked to increase the sup¬ 
ply and variety of telecommuni¬ 
cations services available to the 
public and increase competition 
in this sector, so that they will 
become cheaper and more var¬ 
ied,” the comptroller wrote. 

While this has happened, regu¬ 



lation of the sector to ensure fair 
competition has not been com¬ 
pleted, according to the comp¬ 


troller. The authorities also failed 
to update laws and regulations on 
which inspections are based to 
suit the current and rapidly 
changing telecommunications 
sector. 

Checks on suppliers of services 
were often too infrequent and the 
ministry failed to bring to their 
attention the inspectors’ findings 
so the providers could improve 
service. 

In addition, the ministry often 
didn’t insist on shortcomings 
being corrected and inadequate 
supervision failed to deter viola¬ 
tion of licenses. 

One example is the supply of 
phone service for patients in 20 
hospitals. 

Hospital managements signed 
contracts with a single provider 


in each institution, so the compa¬ 
ny enjoys a monopoly and the 
hospital happily. shares in the 
profits. 

The comptroller found that 
phone rates were unreasonably 
high. 

But providers argued that the 
widespread use of cellular 
phones inside hospitals - despite 
rules limiting this since they 
could interfere with sensitive 
medical equipment - reduced the 
number of potential customers. 

The comptroller stated that the 
ministry must immediately make 
provisions to supply reasonably 
priced phone services for patients 
in coordination with the Health 
Ministry. 

Inadequate supervision was 
also a problem in voice informa¬ 


tion services. • • 

At the end of last year, there 
were 70 such companies holding 
special, one-year licenses that 
could be extended from time to 
time. 

Not only did erotic call ser¬ 
vices drift from the 056 lines set 
aside for them to the “more 
respectable” no-sex 057 lines, 
but the calling rates were all but 
hidden from customers, many of 
whom complained of inflated 
bills. 

In its supervision of overseas 
dialling providers, the ministry 
didn’t set down clear criteria for 
standards of service to be met; as 
a result, it couldn't judge die 
level of service and punish those 
who failed to meet minimum 
standards.

Criticism of Educational 
Television (ETV) was not lev¬ 
eled at its broadcasts but at its 
legal status and structure, cost 
overruns and accounting prac¬ 
tices. 

The report, based on an audit 
between March and August of 
last year, also relates to the con¬ 
flicts surrounding the appoint¬ 
ment of a new general manager. 

Educational Television, a sub¬ 
sidiary of the Ministry of 
Education since 1965 broadcast¬ 
ing solely on Channel I (elemen¬ 
tary education), began to broad¬ 
cast on Channel 2 (high school 
and youth) in 1993 and on cable 
Channel 23 (adult enrichment 
and culture) in 1995. 

Its 1997 operating budget was 
NIS 174m., of which N1S 58m. 
was designated as earned income 


from the sale of advertising and 
its programs both locally and 
abroad. 

Educational Television spends 
some 38% on productions, 17% 
goes toward the purchase of 
imported and other local produc¬ 
tions and the rest on marketing, 
publication of teaching material, 
research and so forth. 

The report also concluded that 
Educational Television’s finan¬ 
cial structure has not changed 
appreciably since it began broad¬ 
casting on Channel 2 and 23. 

The report pointed out that 
Educational Television's fund¬ 
ing, most of which still comes 
from the Education Ministry, has 
not appreciably changed even 
though the number of weekly 
broadcast hours went from 56 in 
1993 to 108 in 1997. 

Educational Television's ac¬ 
counting practices are not in 


keeping with its de facto com¬ 
mercial status which involves 
sales, marketing and the collec¬ 
tion Of VAT. 

For example, its 1997 financial 
repon does not accurately reflect 
income and expenditure as 
required by law. 

The report did not suggest, 
however, that Educational 
Television has been guilty of 
financial misconduct and stated 
that the Treasury has helped to 
lay down suitable guidelines for 
1998. 

The report deplored the maneu¬ 
vering surrounding the appoint¬ 
ment of a new Educational 
Television head following the 
resignation last fall of Ahuva 
Finemesser, and said that the 
‘‘continuing uncertainty adverse¬ 
ly affects the long-term planning, 
decision-making and morale nec¬ 
essary for proper managemenL”

The report concludes that there 
is no reason to turn Bnei Ayish 
into a city, and that approval of the 
plan led to urban and social prob¬ 
lems in the town.

Search for 
missing 
firefighters

The question asked in the report 
on the Fire and Rescue Service is 
not “Where's the fire?" but 
“Where are the firefighters?" Only 
two of the 25 Fire and Rescue 
Service stations are fully manned. 
Some fire stations have just’two 
firefighters on duly and several 
have only one. 

Similarly, the number of vehi¬ 
cles does not meet the designated 
standards and in many stations — 
particularly small and medium¬ 
sized ones - the vehicles are old 
and frequently down for repairs. 

The dramatic increase in the 
number of high-rise buildings, 
which have particular fire hazards, 
has not been fully addressed by 
tire service. Although proposals 
have been submitted, they have 
not yet become regulations. 

The comptroller found that 166 
classrooms classified in 1995 as 
potential ftretraps are still being 
used despite the service's warn¬ 
ings. 

The Health Ministry only car¬ 
ried out a survey of fire hazards in 
hospitals before this year's budget 
and has not yet drawn up a 
trmetable for implementing the 
necessary improvements. 

There las been an improvement 
however in tee handling of forest 
fires, although more landing-pads 
are required to enable planes arid 
helicopters to refill with water oa- 
sne instead of wasting time by

There are serious problems in 
the licensing and supervision of 
old-age homes which has led in 
some cases to situations border¬ 
ing on anarchy. 

Old-age homes are the respon¬ 
sibility of the Labor and Social 
Affairs Ministry. (Elderly requir¬ 
ing intensive medical care are die 
Health Ministry's responsibility.) 

The comptroller found- drat of 
187 old-age homes operating in 
August 1997, the licenses of 44 
of them had expired before'the 
comprehensive check required to 
renew the permit had either start¬ 
ed or been completed. Thirty- 
three other old-age homes were 
operating though they had never 
been licensed. 

Many of the homes are in sub¬ 
standard condition. A comprehen¬ 
sive examination of 159 homes in- 
1995 and 1996 found that more 
than 25 percent of them were 


deficient in at least five of the 12 
categories tested. More than half 
of the old age homes had insuffi¬ 
cient or improper personnel. 

There are no regulations gov¬ 
erning physical standards in old- 
age homes housing seven to 12 
residents. Regulations regarding 
the number of staff apply only to 
old-age homes with over 50 resi¬ 
dents. . . 

The comptroller also found that 
the government paid different 
sums of money to different old- 
age. homes — payments ranging 
from under NIS 2,400 a month to 
NTS 5,350 a month. In most 
cases,, there was no correlation 
between the amount of money

Placing sick elderly takes too long

The Health Ministry must act 
to reduce the number of chroni¬ 
cally sick elderly waiting for 
placement in appropriate geri¬ 
atric facilities, the comptroller 
urged, adding that the practice of 
placing them in unsuitable insti¬ 
tutions must also stop. 

The ratio of hospital beds for 
the sick elderly in Israel is one of 
the lowest in the Western world, 
she wrote. She found that in 
December 1997, 2,772 elderly 
people were waiting for a bed in 
a geriatric institution. More than 
half were still at home. The rest 
-.were in inappropriate institu- 
■tidns.The official tf^aitmglJ&cfEas 
almost doubled since 1994 ;- , ‘m 
T he fapt that there are not 
enough beds poses great hard¬ 
ships for the fomilies of the sick 
elderly, who are-thus forced to 
■ care for diem at home, or to place 
them in unlicensed institutions 
far from where they live. - • 
Potentially, there are thousands 
more elderly who need hospital¬ 
ization immediately, or will need 
it soon, so there is likely to be a 
severe shortage of beds over the 
coming years, even if the Health 
Ministry receives more funding. 

There are 14,750 beds avail¬ 
able today for the sick elderly. 
According to forecasts, 6,050 
more beds are needed by the year 
2000. But the Health Ministry 
says that only 2,000-2400 new 
beds will be available by then. 

The scarcity of beds has created 
a black market. Two thousand 
sick elderly are Irving in unli¬ 
censed institutions, where the ser¬ 
vices offered are below die mini¬ 
mal required standard, 
Nevertheless, they continue to 
operate because the state has no 





better alternative. In some cases, 
hospitals have been known to rec¬ 
ommend these unlicensed institu¬ 
tions to the patients’ families. 

There is also a shortage of pro¬ 
fessional staff, particularly doc¬ 
tors specializing in geriatrics. 
Some 300 more geriatric doctors 
will be needed over the coining 
decade, the report said 
According to die bead of the 
Health Ministry’s geriatric divi¬ 
sion, the increasing backlog is 
the result of these factors: 

• The budget for geriatric hos¬ 


pitalization has not increased in 
accordance with the number of 
sick elderly; 

• Hopes that the National 
Health Insurance law would 
include die costs of hospitaliza¬ 
tion for the sick elderly have 
encouraged many people to reg¬ 
ister for geriatric placement; 

• Life expectancy has increas¬ 
ed so more people need hospital¬ 
ization, while die length of time 
those hospitalized in institutions 
go on living and occupy their 
beds has also increased

Police intelligence lax in gathering info 


There is no comprehensive pbn 
for collecting intelligence informa¬ 
tion on cri minals and crime pat¬ 
terns, die comptroller found 

As a result, die police has only a 
limited ability Ip detect increases in 
given areas of crime in real time 
and to detect the development of 
new crime patterns before they 
become established, when they 
become more difficult to combat. 

Many crimes that could have 
been solved sooner had intelligence 
gathering been more professional 
ended up being solved by chance 
arrests of criminals by police on 
patrol, she said 

A check of two different police 
districts found that even when 
information did seem to be avail¬ 
able, it was not dealt with property. 


For example, there were four 
times. die number of intelligence 
tips on gambling in 1995, compared 
to 1991. Despite this, there was 
never a comprehensive intelligence 
survey on gambling, and police 
reports between 1994 and 1996 did¬ 
n’t even bother to note an increase 
in the phenomenon. 

Moreover, despite die persistent 
increase in information on the sub¬ 
ject gambling was dropped on foe 
police’s list of priorities from 21st 
in 1995 to 24fo. 

A similar pattern can be seen with 
the approach to car theft. Despite 
foe animal rise in car thefts, and 
though a comprehensive study cat 
the matter was done in 1993, foe 

Intelligence Divirion only made 

dealing wifo it a priority in 1996. 


Information received on possible 
crimes in public bodies was not 
dealt wifo properly, since there is no 
set procedure for processing such 
information or verifying informa¬ 
tion in cases that the fraud squad 
wanted to focus on.

Old-age home monitoring 
borders on anarchy 


detailed description of what the 
problems are. 

Most disturbing is that the state 
finds it very difficult to close 
unlicensed or substandard homes, 
sometimes due to political pres¬ 
sure. In one of three examples 
provided, a Yisrael Ba'aliya MK 
and Absorption Minister Yuli 
Edelstein had applied strong pres¬ 
sure to keep one such institution 
running. 

Four months after a court had 
ordered the borne closed, the 
home was still operating. 
Inspectors found that the home’s 
manager had removed most of the 
sick from his home, supposedly 
in compliance with the demands 
of the authorities. 

It turned out, however, that he 
had transferred them to other 
buildings in his possession, that 
were in even poorer condition. 

Another indictment was fried 
against the manager, but the. 
home is still functioning. 


No documented supervision 
of hospitals or procedures 


Elevators carry patients along with garbage, dirty laundry

The Health Ministry, as both 
the owner and operator of 26 
government hospitals, is too busy 
providing health services to the 
public, leaving little time for set¬ 
ting policy, planning, supervision 
and control, the comptroller 
wrote. 

She devoted 98 pages of her 
annual report to documenting 
this, noting that her representa¬ 
tives “couldn't find records testi¬ 
fying to the fact that the ministry 
performs fany] ongoing supervi¬ 
sion of the general hospitals of 
the government, Kupat Holim 
Clalit or other public organiza¬ 
tions. In addition, there was no 
evidence of reports of supervi¬ 
sion of clinics, labs and diagnos¬ 
tic institutes in these hospitals.” 

One example is the ministry's 
dealings with ultrasound equip¬ 
ment, technicians and physicians 
who are supposed to supervise 
the scans. 

The comptroller found that the 
ministry lacks the ability to reg¬ 
ister and supervise ultrasound 
institutes, nor has it defined the 
skills needed by those who per¬ 
form the scans or standards for 
the equipment, even though mis¬ 
takes in diagnosis can involve 
life-and-death matters. 

At Ichilov Hospital, ultrasound 
technicians were found to sign 
the supervising doctors' names 
on the results of scans they them¬ 
selves bad performed. 

Occupancy rates in hospitals 
were much higher, on average, 
than permitted, increasing 
patients’ suffering. Permanent 
over-occupancy without the min¬ 
istry director-general's approval 
violates the law, the comptroller 


noted. 

Supervision of clinics for 

Israelis who plan to travel abroad 
was also found wanting. Tens'of 
thousands of mostly young peo¬ 
ple leave each year for extended 
visits to the Far East, South 
America, Africa and other 
regions that pose major health 
risks. 

But the ministry hasn’t pro¬ 
duced an authoritative booklet 
explaining health dangers to 
these travelers, including what 
immunizations and medications 
they need and how to avoid con¬ 
tracting disease. 

It was Teamed that each clinic - 
some private and some operating 
out of district health offices and 
public hospitals - prepares its 
own material, and the lists of 
required vaccinations and drugs 
vary from clinic to clinic. 

In an examination of the min¬ 
istry's Food Service Division, it 
was revealed that 800 of the 
country's food manufacturers are 
operating without a current 
license. 

Even when inspectors investi¬ 
gate and serious health dangers 
are found, legal action is not 
taken against many of the facto¬ 
ries. 

Moreover the NIS 1,000 fine 
for violators is so minuscule that 
it doesn't deter them from break¬ 
ing the law and endangering pub¬ 
lic health. 

At the Rabin Medical Center- 
Beilinson Campus, it was learned 
that some hospital elevators were 
transporting not only patients on 
their way to and from operating 
rooms, but also overflowing carts 
of dirty laundry and garbage, in 
addition to food supplies. 

“There is great likelihood that 
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patients would be infected by 
microbes in the elevators,” she 
wrote. 

And. last but not least, the min¬ 
istry's implementation of the 
National Health Insurance Law. 
which weni into effect on 
January 1, 1995. continues to be 
inadequate. Health fond deficits 
continue to mount, and the basket 
of health services to which all 
residents are entitled shrinks, 


because it has not been regularly 
updated to include new" treat¬ 
ments and medication. 

The Arrangements Bill passed 
by the government at the end of 
1997 will require, unless altered, 
the charging of additional fees by 
the health funds, doctors, hospi¬ 
tal outpatient clinics and emer¬ 
gency rooms - beyond the health 
tax residents already pay on their 
salaries each month.

Public health still at risk from 
Palestinian Authority produce

The failure of foe Agriculture 
and Health ministries to ade¬ 
quately monitor produce brought 
into Israel from foe Palestinian- 
controlled areas still threatens 
public health, the comptroller 
said, noting that many problems 
cited in last year’s report bad not 
been corrected. 

The comptroller reported that 
in 1997 the amount of smuggled 
fruits and vegetables confiscated 
dropped significantly, from 538 
tons in 1996 to only 329 tons in 
1997. 

At the same time, foe amount 
of produce being brought legally 
into the country rose 13%, foe 
report noted. 

The amount of animals and ani¬ 
mal products (meat, eggs, etc.) 
confiscated rose some 47% in 
1996 oyer 1995, and it seemed to 
foe comptroller that increased 
confiscations bad begun to serve 
as a deterrent to illegal slaughter¬ 
ing and smuggling. However, foe 
level of animal and animal prod¬ 
ucts confiscation is still too low, 
she said. 

In the earlier report, the comp¬ 
troller bad noted that the Health 
Minis try had only one inspector 
for the import of processed foods 
and fish, at Kami. In foe review, 
she found that two more posi¬ 
tions had been allotted for super¬ 
vision of processed foods from 
Gaza, but none from Judea and 
Samaria. 

The comptroller last year had 
also noted that produce from the 
PA areas arrives without any doc¬ 
uments stating that it has been 
checked by the PA and it meets 
Israeli standards. 

In response, the Health 
Ministry said then that it was for¬ 
mulating together wifo the 
Agriculture Ministry and foe PA 
a new method of inspection. 

However, in foe review it was

found that “a procedure was for¬ 
mulated and implemented for 
giving permits only for produce 
from Judea and Samaria, includ¬ 
ing testing. As a result agricul¬ 
tural produce from foe Gaza Strip 
is not tested... to ensure that it 
meets foe standards required for 
Israeli produce. 

“This situation results in foe 
danger that agricultural produce 
entering Israel threatens public 
health,” foe comptroller wrote. 

The state comptroller last year 
had instructed foe inspection unit 
to install computers to link all 
border crossings to foe unit head¬ 


quarters, after finding that only 
foe Kami crossing had a comput¬ 
er. 

A computer system can help 
prevent producers whose pro¬ 
duce is rejecied at one crossing 
from trying to bring it'in through 
another, foe comptroller said. 

In foe review, the comptroller 
found that computers had been' 
installed in all 13 crossing points, 
but only six were connected to 
communications networks. The 
comptroller noted, though, that 
foe unit i$ developing a computer 
program to meet its needs and 
has already begun to use it. 


Neither foe Employment Service 
nor foe Interior Ministry have, 
comprehensive, accessible infor¬ 
mation on-foe country’s legal for¬ 
eign workers - let alone on those 
people who arrive here as tourists 
and then remain illegally - a situ¬ 
ation foal has not changed, even 
though the comptroller comment¬ 
ed on it last year. 

A check revealed that while foe 
Employment Service’s computer 
system lists the requests for and 
personal information about for¬ 
eign workers employed as nurses, 
hotel workers, and in manufactur¬ 
ing, it does nor have details about 
employers or workers in construc¬ 
tion and agriculture, even though 
some 90% of foreign workers 
work in these fields. This makes 
foe data virtually useless for mon¬ 
itoring foreign workers. 

In foe Interior Ministry’s data¬ 
base, information about workers 
and employers was not entered 
consistently or accurately, making 
that database useless for audits.' 

Hie government decided in 
March 1996 to try to prevent 
tourists from working here illegally 
by providing legal workers with 
special documents upon arrival at 
the airport. By the end of the comp¬ 
troller's investigation last October, 
this had not been implemented. 

The Interior Ministry told foe 
comptroller that it was setting up a 
special unit to process foreign 
workers at foe airport. It also said 
it was developing a comprehen¬ 
sive program for dealing with for¬ 
eign workers, from foe time they 
are requested by an employer until 
they finally leave foe country. 


Ministry has inadequate follow-up on treatment of foster children

supplied'by foe social service depart¬ 
ments of the local councils. 

In March 1997, foe comptroller’s 
investigation found foal there had been 
reports supplied about children's con¬ 
ditions in only 44% of the cases. 
Thirty-seven percent of these reports 
dated from 1993 or earlier. 

There were foster children in 144 


localities, but the minispy had provid¬ 
ed trained counselors in only 64 of 
them. 

Counselors were handling only 23 
families each, not foe 32 mandated by 
the ministry. 

In one locality, where an in-depth 
study was carried out, foe case files did 
not contain documentation on the deci¬ 
sions to send foe children to foster 


homes. 

Nor did they have regular reports 
from the social workers who were sup¬ 
posed to be in touch with foe foster 
families or reports that showed foal foe 
counselors had held courses to prepare 
the foster families. • 

This made supervision on a national 
scale impossible. In effect, foe ministry 
was dependent on the goodwill of foe 


counselors for information. 

There is no comprehensive legisla¬ 
tion dealing wifo foster families, foe 
comptroller says in her report. 

A decision in 1995 to set up a data 
base* on foster families Had still not 
been implemented when the comptrol¬ 
ler's investigation was done in July 
1997. 

The comptroller's report recommend¬ 


ed that foe ministry act on a national 
level to organize courses aimed at 
locating foster families and preparing 
them to care for children. 

The report also urged that the min¬ 
istry obtain organized and regular 
reports about foe well-being of children 
in foster families, in addition to having 
orderly documentation about foe fos¬ 
tering process. 
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The versatile rhubarb root

F or many new immigrants 
from England, just hearing 
the word “rhubarb*’ conjures 
up recollections of seaside board¬ 
ing houses with landladies serving 
up bowels of rhubarb and custard 
for "‘afters," and school dinners 
which inevitably ended with a tan 
or crumble tasting of boiled 
rhubarb. 

Although today we think of 
rhubarb (Heb. ribas or rubarba) 
chiefly as a food source, most of 
the plant's long history has been 
connected to its medicinal value. 
Il is known for its properties as a 
purgative (laxative), astringent 
(healing drug) and touic (for 
health and tone). 

In former rimes the rhubarb root 
was considered a panacea for 
everything From asthma and 
dysentery to sciatica and infected 
bites. Today these excessive 
claims have been considerably 
reduced, though the root is still 
considered helpful as a mild laxa¬ 
tive and tonic for indigestion. 

Medicinal rhubarb root (Rheum 
officinale and R. palmatum ), one 
of the oldest known plants under 
cultivation, was described in the 
Chinese herbal Pen-King 
(believed to date from 2700 BCE). 
It was probably known to Greek, 
Roman and Arabic physicians. 
The great Venetian traveler Marco 
Polo (1254-1324) mentioned it in 
his diaries. The rhubarb plant, 
which originated in Siberia, 
became a valuable article of com¬ 
merce monopolized by the 
Imperial Russian government in 
the 17th and 18th centuries - 
hence its old-fashioned name of 
“Russian'’ or “Crown" rhubarb. At 
that time it fetched prices ten 
rimes die price of cinnamon and 
four times that of saffron and 
opium. 

Until 1762 when one Dr. 
Mouncey brought rite seed from 
Russia to Scotland, only the dried 
roots had been seen in Europe. 
The growers jealously kept the 
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seeds to themselves. The plant 
began to be cultivated in Banbury 
in Oxfordshire in 1777. 

Today in Britain, rhubarb is 
grown largely in the northern 
county of Yorkshire in the region 
around Wakefield south of Leeds. 
The area is said to lead the world 
in rhubarb production. The crop is 
raised in huge sheds, and picked 
around the clock, sometimes by 
candlelight In the winter harvest 
season trainloads of rhubarb are 
shipped south to London and 
beyond, into Europe. 

The rhubarb or “pie plant" is a 
perennial, whose genus Rheum 
belongs to the dock and sorrel 
family Polygonaceae. It is also 
allied to the buckwheat plant. 

The edible variety of rhubarb 
(Rheum rhapomicum ) is technical¬ 
ly a vegetable, although we usual¬ 
ly eat the succulent red leaf stalks 
as a desert food in fruit salad and 
the “humble crumble.” Some peo¬ 
ple also make rhubarb wine. 

The yellowish leaves and fruit 
should not be eaten, as they can be 
poisonous. Apart from being a 
culinary item, the huge leafy 
growth of the rhubarb is also 
prized as an ornamental plant in 
many gardens. Rhubarb is cate¬ 
gorically a perennial which, once 
established, continues to yield a 
crop year after year with minimum 
care. So unlike most of the other 
vegetables we have written about, 
which are annuals - in other words 
vegetables that are sown or plant¬ 
ed, grown and harvested and final¬ 
ly cleared from the ground in one 
year - rhubarb becomes a garden 
fixture, which can be harvested 
from late winter through to mid¬ 
summer. 

Most rhubarb varieties grow 
best in regions where summers are 
cool and moist and winters are 
cold with an occasional frost A 
position of half-day sun is very 
suitable. It seems to like growing 
near the edge of the shade of larg¬ 
er cress, but not directly under 
them. It's nice to find a vegetable 
that does not always require full 
sun. 

Rhubarb can be raised from 
seed, but this adds an extra year to 
the time it takes to establish itself. 
The quicker method is to buy a 
few one- or two-year-old 
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“crowns" (that is, roots), divide 
them into sets, each consisting of a 
portion of root and at least one 
shoot and plant them in a border 
or bed. 

Choice and preparation of a 
site. 

Remember, because rhubarb is a 
perennial, it will remain in its cho¬ 
sen spot for years. Also it is a 
large, leafy individual, so you will 
want to grow it on the edge of the 
vegetable patch where it will not 
shade other smaller, fast-growing 
annual plants. 

Clear a site in pan sun of all 
weeds, if possible, by digging out 
their roots. Dig down at least 25 
cm., adding plenty of organic 
compost and mixing it in well with 
the soil. Level the ground when 
you have finished. 

Planting. If you are planting 
crowns (roots with a shoot), space 
them about 75 cm. apart with 90 
cm. between rows. Cover the 
crowns with about 3 cm. of soil. 
After a few weeks when the 
weather warms up and the young 
shoots start to come out of the 
ground, it is a good idea to mulch 
the plants with composted leaves, 
grass clippings, or straw to help 
maintain soil moisture and to cut 
down on weeds. The mulch may 
need topping up as the season 
warms up. Plant any time, except 
when the weather is too hot or too 
cold. 

As we mentioned, rhubarb can 
be grown from seed, but it takes 
longer before the grower will see 
results. Also, seed is likely to pro¬ 
duce a plant which is of a different 
variety to the one that bears the 
seed. 

Watering. 

Just like all other vegetables, 
rhubarb needs regular watering. 


The soil should be moist but not 
soggy, so don’t overdo the water¬ 
ing. 

Fertilizer. 

Rhubarb is a vigorous plant and 
so must be fed with either a slow- 
release fertilizer or an all-purpose 
20-20-20 dressing given once a 
month during the growing season. 

Pests and diseases. 

Rhubarb is not generally trou¬ 
bled by pests and diseases, espe¬ 
cially when well grown. 

Harvesting. 

Here we come to the best part. It 
is a'good idea to let your rhubarb 
plants grow undisturbed for their 
first year, as they need time to 
become established and build up a 
strong root system for future 
years. 

During the second year you can 
begin to harvest, but leave a few 
stalks on the plant to continue 
growing. Pull the steins down¬ 
wards and outwards to detach 
them from the crown. 

The best time for harvesting is 
before the leaves have unfolded. 
Scop picking the stalks when you 
see that they are becoming weak 
and limp. They are at their best 
when they are young. 

. It is important, so we'U say it 
again: ONLY EAT THE 

RHUBARB STALK! The leaves 
contain a glycoside and large 
amounts of oxalic acid. The leaves 
are best relegated to the compost 
pile, where any harmful com¬ 
pounds will break down in the 
decaying process.

O ne of our Tel Aviv readers 
tells us that her dog, a 
three-year-old Keeshound, 
is usually mild-tempered and 
friendly. However, she says, the 
dog has taken an almost hysterical 
dislike to a dozen or so foreign 
construction workers who pass her 
house every day on their way to 
and from work. 

“Nothing can quieten her until 
they are completely out of sight 
around the corner,” she says.

China is calling on Israeli com¬

The sides agreed that the joint 
Israel-China trade committee is to 
meet at the end of the year in 
China. 

The delegation, ted by Deputy 
Foreign Minister. Yang Wen 
Sberig, noted that there is great 
interest in China in Israeli technol¬

The Chinese officials said they 
were most interested in coopera¬ 
tion with Israeli companies in the 
fields of medical technology, agri¬ 
culture, electronics and telecom¬ 
munications.

The Israeli delegation to the 
trade talks will include business¬ 
men from those sectors.

During dinner, Castro asked 
Tamayo, “What have you done 
since the revolution?" 

“I became a cosmonaut and was 
the flight engineer for Soyuz 38 and 
spent eight days in space," he 
explained. “I would like to be like 
John Glenn and return to space." 

He added dryly, “I will not shine 
shoes again." 

When I asked Castro about recent 
reports of the arrest of dissidents, he 
denied them, saying, “Why would I 
do something tike that after the 
pope's visit, not to mention that my 
foreign minister is going to Rome 
for more discussions?” 

When I talked with dissidents and 
with the State Department, they 


confirmed Castro’s statement 
He expressed concern about a 
string of bombing attacks last sum¬ 
mer on Cuban tourist hotels, which 
Cuban authorities allege were orga¬ 
nized by persons outside of Cuba. 

He denied any involvement in the 
drug trade and spoke forcefully 
about drag trafficking in the region 
and its effects. He said he wanted 
very much to develop a closer 
working relationship with the US 
and other Caribbean nations to 
combat the drug trade. 

Our conversation went on until 
2:30 in the morning. After rum and 
cigars, the evening ended. We had 
been talking for 81/2bours. 

On the steps outside, Castro said, 
perhaps more to himself than to me. 
"Do you think the US will ever treat 
Cuba as it treats other nations, with 
a relationship based on mutual 


respect, not ideology?" 

I didn't have an answer to that 
question. 
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FULL DIPLOMATIC recognition 
between the two countries is politi¬ 
cally impossible at the moment, but 
there are a number of steps that can 
and should be taken. 

The measures announced in 
February by President Bill Clinton 
penrutting direct flights and allow¬ 
ing Cuban Americans to send 
money back home are useful steps. 

Trade for humanitarian goods 
such as food and medicine should 
be authorized. Contacts should be 
initiated to deal with the drug ship¬ 
ments passing through the 
Caribbean. Confidence-building 
measures to reduce the possibility 
of a military incident should be con¬ 
ducted on a regular basis. 

In short, the militarized fence line 
at Guantanamo that I walked 35 
years ago has outlived its useful¬ 
ness. It is time to start dismantling 
some of the barriers between the 
peoples of the US and Cuba.

Egged billions may not benefit public

Billions of shekels in govern¬ 
ment aid was promised to Egged 
to implement structural changes 
without studying whether the 
investment would benefit the 
public, the comptroller said. 

Under the 10-year agreement 
signed with Egged in 1996. the 
transport company is to make 
structural changes, including 
establishing a holding company 
which owns two companies - one 
for public transport and the other 


for special services, which is to 
go public on the stock exchange 
by die year 2000. 

According to the agreement. 
Egged is to take efficiency mea¬ 
sures and accept a 2 percent 
reduction in aid for inputs begin¬ 
ning in 1997. while receiving an 
extra NIS ) 19 million annually in 
government aid. Before the com¬ 
pany goes public it is to receive 
another NIS 113m. annually, to 
ensure the success of the offering, 
and when the holding company is 
floated on the stock exchange, the 


government is to cover NIS 811 ra¬ 
in bank debts. 

According to the comptroller, 
the Treasury would be giving 
Egged an extra NIS 2.75 billion 
in funding under the agreement. 

Part of the funding is to cover 
Egged’s cumulative debt up to the 
end of 1994, although the causes 
of this debt were not checked, 
according to the comptroller. 
Egged's failure over the years to 
provide proper balance sheets to 
the government, despite its 
promise to do so under a -1989 


recovery plan, made it impossible 
to determine the cause of the 
debt. 

The new agreement was signed 
in February 1996 and was made 
effective from January, even 
though the prevailing recovery 
plan only expired at the end of 
August 1996. No explanation for 
advancing the agreement was 
found, and the state comptroller 
found it suspicious. 

There was also no linkage 
between the government pay¬ 
ments and the opening of die sec¬ 


tor to competition. 

The comptroller also faulted the 
government, represented by the 
Transport Ministry and Uie 
Finance Ministry’s budget depart¬ 
ment, for the manner in which 
negotiations on the agreement 
were held. 

No protocols were taken of the 
discussions, no record was made 
of agreements reached by the 
sides and no calculations were 
found as to the cost of the agree¬ 
ment and the utility to the country 
from the agree menu

Israel-PA tax payments 
system must be tightened

The system for controlling the collection of fees 
and taxes for transfer to the Palestinian Authority are 
“inefficient and incomplete.” the comptroller said. 

In January 1997, an assessment office was estab¬ 
lished to monitor tax issues relating to Palestinians 
working in Israel. At the time of die investigation 
(mid-1997) it was discovered that the office was still 
not frilly operating. 

One reason, the comptroller says, is that the Income 
Tax and Property Tax Commission failed to correctly 
define the role of the office and did not set up proce¬ 
dures for monitoring its work. 

As a result of these and other problems in the sys¬ 
tem, by the time of the investigation, only 2,000 tax¬ 
payers had opened files, with their total earning 
power in 1996 at NIS 105 million. These workers 
registered principally to gain approval for tax credits. 

Of the 2,000, only 200 had filed tax returns for 
1995 and a few dozen had received visits from 
assessors. 


The report also calls for the tightening of regula¬ 
tions in various areas of income tax payment 

The comptroller's checked advance-payment pro¬ 
cedures in five income tax assessment offices - Gush 
Dan, Ashkelon, Hadera, and Tel Aviv offices 1 and 4. 

The investigation revealed the the collection depart¬ 
ment was not ensuring the offices were tracking down 
those failing to make correct advance payments. 

In response, the tax commission promised that as of 
January 2 this year the situation would improve. 

Ben-Porat also writes that the commission does not 
diligently investigate cases where a company’s esti¬ 
mate of its activities in any year are obviously inaccu¬ 
rate. The commission said it will look to further com¬ 
puterization to allow for closer scrutiny of estimates. 

The comptroller said that workers in the five 
assessment offices do not go into the field often 
enough, and are particularly lax with regard to the 
construction industry. 

Furthermore, the report states that forms to be filled 
in relating to property gains tax do not request 
enough details. 


Securities Authority wastes money 


Treasury not cracking 
down on Clalit

The Securities Authority (SA) 
enjoys too much leeway with its 
budget, and Finance Ministry 
supervision isn't tight enough, 
leading to waste, the comptroller 

found.. -. 

According to the report, , the 
body, which is in charge of taking 
care of investors' interests, has no 
procedures concerning changes to 
its budget during the year. It is 
not required to prepare an 
annual report for the Finance 
Ministry. 


Moreover, requests for changes 
in the authority's budget are not 
submitted to the Knesset Finance 
Committee and the Treasury, as 
required by law. 

The comptroller found that in 
several cases requests to change 
the budget were made six months 
after the year "had ended, after We 
money was already spent. 

The SA, in 1996, spent some 
NIS 1 million on vacations for its 
workers, members and their fam¬ 
ilies without giving proper expla¬ 
nations for this in its budget. The 
paying for members' expenses 


continued in 1997. despite the 
approval of a new appendix 
to the SA law prohibiting such 
acts. 

The SA chairman was given a 
credit card with no stipulations 
set out, for. its use, nor even-a

The Treasury has for years 
complained about waste, extrav¬ 
agant spending and inefficiency 
in the health system. Buz the state 
comptroller finds that the 
Finance Ministry has been negli¬ 
gent in supervising expenditures 
in the system - and especially 
those of Kupat Holim Clalit, 
which insures two-thirds of the 
population. 

During the past decade, the 
government has signed a number 
of recovery agreements with the 
health fund, whose debts accu¬ 
mulated over the years due to 
inadequate management and the 
fact that it insures many poor, 
elderly and chronically ill mem¬ 
bers. 

These agreements were sup¬ 
posed to have eliminated opera¬ 
tional deficits and gradually to 
reduce its accumulated debts. 

But die Treasury, said the comp¬ 
troller, did not see to it that the 
recovery plans were fully imple¬ 
mented and thus they didn’t bring 
about their hoped-for results. 
Consequently, the deficits grew, 
and the public purse was required 
to subsidize die health fund. 

At the end of 1994, just before 
the national health insurance syjp 
tem was launched, a ftewj$g 4 ^g&y 
program was signed 
the health fund’s budget miteraS. 
On the basis of die agreement, We 
Treasury transferred NIS 900 mil¬ 
lion to Clalit to cover 88 percent 
of its deficit for 1994; it also 
agreed to pay an additional NIS 2 
billion (in 1993 shekels) to cover 


part of the cumulative debt 

After additional negotiations, it 
was agreed that the Treasury 
would pay NIS 2.8b. (in "1995 
shekels) as an updated final figure. 
Bur the comptroller found that the 
Treasury lacked documents that 
detailed the negotiations between 
the two sides and the arrange¬ 
ments made before the NIS 2.8b. 
figure was seL 

The Histadrut, which previously 
owned Clalit, has failed to pay the 
NIS 564m. it owes the health fund, 
including the cost of compensation 
for staffers who took early retire¬ 
ment By the end of 1995. the labor 
federation had paid part of the 
debt, but it failed to transfer prop¬ 
erties to Clalit to cover the rest of 
iL 

The health fund had agreed to 
sell these properties, totaling at 
least NIS 20m. annually over five 
years, so the government would 
not have to subsidize it to such an 
extent But die Treasury did not 
force the Histadrut and the health 
fund to do this.

Israeli stocks declined for the 
first time in four days us investors 
expressed concern about reports 
that Israel and the Palestinians bad 
failed to reach a breakthrough at 
the London talks. 

The Maof index of 25 largest 
companies lost 0.44 percent to 
333.21, down from Tuesday's 
record high. 

Prime Minister Binyomin 
Netanyahu said yesterday in 
London that two days of talks 
aimed at advancing the Middle 
East peace process may continue 
in Washington, D.C. at a later date. 

“It's all about the confidence in 
the market by the foreign 
investor," said Keith Phillips, an 
analyst at Societe Generate 
Securities and Trading. “Without 
the peace process, the market 
could drift lower." 

The market was also dampened 
by expectations that first-quarter 
earnings of Israeli retailers and 
real estate companies will be 
affected by the country’s slowing 
growth, analysts said. 

Super-Sol, a supermarket chain 
operator, dropped 29b to 11.60 
shekels. Shares of Azcdm 
Investment Development & 
Construction Co„ a real estate and 
construction company, slipped 0.6% 
to 31.8 and parent holding company 
Clal Israel Ltd. shed 1% to 1.114. 

The drops were offset by Bezeq, 


which added 0.4% to 11.08 
shekels. 

The Communications Ministry 
said it plans to submit a proposal 
to a panel of cabinet ministers in 
the near future for further sales of 
stare assets in Bezeq. Teva 
Pharmaceutical Industries, Israel’s 
largest drugmaker, gained 1.1% to 
162.2.

UK stocks were mixed as banks 
slid on concern interest rates may 
rise, while exporters advanced as 
the pound weakened. 

British Petroleum Pic fell fol¬ 
lowing its first-quarter results, 
where lower oil prices cut profits. 
The benchmark FTSE 100 Index 
slid 23.8 points, or 0.4%, to 
5986-5. while the broader JFT-SE 
250 Index, laden with exporters, 
gained 0-52% to a new closing 
record of 5682.3. 

BP was among leading dec liners 
on the FT-SE 100, shedding 13-5p 
to 9393 and cutting 4.4 points 
from the index. 

“Obviously, Europe’s an influ¬ 
ence now that interest rate fears 
have returned," said John Shelley, 
senior fund manager at Aberdeen 
Asset Management, wbicb has 
about $18 J billion under manage¬ 
ment.

Indonesia's benchmark index 
plunged as violent protests against 
price increases shook investor 
confidence, and stocks fell in 
Malaysia, Singapore, Australia 
and India. Philippine stocks rose 
on optimism that next weeks 
presidential election would lure 
foreign investors back to the coun¬ 
try. 

In Hong Kong, Amoy Prop ertie s 
Ltd. and other real estate compa¬ 
nies dragged the 33-stock Hang 
Seng down 285.76, or 2.74 per¬ 
cent to 10,153.66, its lowest since 
February. 16. Rising borrowing 
costs hammered the property com¬ 
panies and banks, while concern 
about a government shuffle in 
Beijing hit China stocks like Otic 
Pacific Ltd 

“We are surrounded by disap¬ 
pointing news," said Cheah 
Cheng Hye, managing director at 
Value Partners Ltd., which man¬ 
ages $150 million. “There are 
bankruptcies everywhere you 
look, unemployment is rising, all 
the economic indicators are 
bad." 

Monday, Hong Kong’s govern¬ 
ment said the economy grew a 
weaker-than-expected 2.7% in the 
fourth quarter of 1997.

Mark hits 3-month high on German rates 


The dollar fell to a three-month 
low against the mark after traders 
speculated yesterday's increase in 
Danish interest rates heralds a rate 
rise before long in Germany. 

The Bundesbank needs to lift 
short-term rates Co bring them in 
line with those in the 10 other 
nations adopting Europe's new 
single currency in January. Higher 
German rates would boost demand 
for mark deposits and bonds and 
the currency to buy them. 

“Raising rates soon would take a 
lot of uncertainty out of the market 
and people would see convergence 
taking place," said Ivar Bjomstad, 
treasurer in charge of foreign 
exchange at Den norske Bank. 
“We could see the dollar drop to 
1.74 marks within the next two 
weeks, maybe even sooner." 

The dollar fell as low as 1-.7677 
marks, itsiowestsince January 26. 
It was at 1.7696 marks from 
1.7785 Monday. 

The dollar also fell to 132.02 yen 
from 133.05 yen after traders took 
comments by US Treasury 


Secretary Robert Rubin to mean the 
US wouldn't mind a stronger yen. 

What Japan's government needs 
to do “is not depend on the yen 
f allin g to generate export-led 
demand, but just the opposite," 
Rubin told CNBC in an interview. 

Traders took the remark as a sug¬ 
gestion that “dollar-yen does not 
have to go higher for recovery in 
Japan and they spanked the dollar." 
said Paul SphgeL senior currency 
trader at Royal Bank of Scotland 
He said traders at the bank were 
among the dollar sellers. 

The yen Ins fallen 53 p e r cent 
against the dollar since early March. 

Denmark’s central bank unex¬ 
pectedly raised its benchmark 
repurchase rate by a half percent¬ 
age point to 4.25%. Even though 
Denmark isn't joining the mone¬ 
tary union, .its monetary rpolicy 
often moves in tandem with 
Germany’s, a suggestion the 
Bundesbank may soon follow suit 

Also boosting speculation that 
European interest rates will con¬ 
verge soon was Spain’s move to 





cut its key interest rate 25 basis 
points to 4.25%. With signs of 
recovery in Germany, economists 
project that economic and mone¬ 
tary union’s starting interest rate; 
will be close-to the 4% indicated 
in toe futures market. 

The European economies are 
improving and interest rates are 
low in Germany and probably 
going to move up,” said Paid 


O’Brien, who helps manage $5 
billion in global bonds at Miller 
Anderson & Sberrerd in West 
Conshohocken, Pennsylvania. 

The December contracts for sev¬ 
eral European currencies indicate 
investors and traders expect 3- 
monrh money market rates for toe 
single currency, or euro, will be 
between 4.09% and 4.13% at toe 
end of the year. 

A growing number of traders 
and investors predict that the 
Bundesbank may raise rates soon 
to instill confidence in toe euro 
after European Union leaders 
reached a compromise on splitting 
the tenure of the European Central

Services Carp. A frost in Brazil 
could devastate toe country's cof¬ 
fee crop at a time of lean stockpiles 
of London-traded robusta coffee. 


Coffee for July delivery rose 
$36 to $1,826 a metric ton on the 
London International Financial 
Futures and Options Exchange. 

Copper rose after Phelps Dodge 
Corp., the largest US cupper mining 
company, said it will reduce ottiptit 
at a New Mexico mine. Oyer toe 
next three years, Phoenix-based 
Phelps Dodge will reduce copper 
cathode output by about 15,090 
metric tons a year on average. 

Low copper prices have led to a 
number of recent announc ements 
from producers' that they are. cut¬ 
ting back on output. Three month 
copper rose $24 a metric ton to 
$1,875 a ton on toe London Metal 
Exchange. (Bioombeig) 


US bonds drop as investors see few signs of slowdown 


US bonds fell For a second day 
as investors fretted that reports 
this week will show brisk growth, 
and as Fannie Mae and other bor¬ 
rowers geared up to sell some $9 
billion of debt in coming days. 

“With any signs of strong 
growth or inflation, you’ll see the 
market back off pretty quickly," 
said Eric Cheung, who manages 
$2.8 billion of bonds at 
Wilmington Trust Corp. in 
Wilmington, Delaware. Cheung 
said he’s lately been favoring cor¬ 
porate securities, because of their 
higher yields. 

The benchmark 30-year 
Treasuiy bond fell 7/32, or $2.19 
per $1,000 bond, pushing its yield 
up 2 basis points to 5.96 percent 
The two-year note’s yield rose 1 


basis point to 5.58%. Few bonds 
traded in Asia, where Japanese 
financial markets were closed for 
a holiday. 

Bonds earlier fell after an Inter¬ 
est rate increase by Denmark 
raised concern that higher rates in 
Europe might make Treasury 
securities less attractive. 

The Danish central bank raised 
its repurchase rate by half a point 
to 4.25%, sparking speculation 
that the German central bank may 
follow suit and causing die dollar 
to slip against toe mark and 
European yields to rise. 

Higher European rates help 
boost toe allure of investments 
there and “reduce toe flow 
towards Treasuries,*’ said Michael 
Cloberty, bond strategist at Credit 


BONDS 
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Suisse First Boston. The dollar 
slipped to 1.7706 marks, from 
1.7785 Monday. 

Bonds also were kept in check 
as Fannie Mae, AT&T Capital 
Corp., Enterprise Rent-A-Car and 
others prepared up to sell bonds 
this week, presenting a higher- 


yielding alternative to Treasuries. 

Traders are reluctant to buy 
bonds because of concern 
reports this week - including the 
April employment release on 
Friday - will show the economy 
is robust. Yields on 30-year 
bonds have mostly traded 
between 5.80% and 6.10% so far 
this year, in part because toe 
economy has shown few signs of 
slowing. 

“I still think we’re range- 
bound," said Tom Donne, who 
manages about $1.1 billion at 
Banc One Investment Advisors in 
Columbus, Ohio. 

The government probably will 
report the economy added 266,000 
jobs last month, pushing toe job¬ 
less rate down. 0.1 percentage 


point to 4.6%, according to econo¬ 
mists surveyed by Bloomberg 
News. 

Brisk job growth raises concern 
that employers will be forced to 
pay higher wages to attract w 
ers, increasing toe risk of fa&a 
inflation, which erodes toe vaioe 
of bonds fixed returns. .* • 

Last week; bonds plunged after a 
Wall Street Journal report $ajri toe 
Federal Reserve adopted a bus 
toward higher rates at a meeting;!* 
March. While reports later in the 
week showing scant . inflation 
queued concern a rate increase'is 
maminent, some traders fret that 
continued robust growth may 
prompt a Fed rate increase at some 
point.

The animals 

have been sei free from the 
Bronx Zoo and a new breed has 
moved in. renovated the place 
and thrived in a quieter, more 
peaceful environment. These 
Yankees truly are a team for the 
'90s: respectful, diligent and, 
dare it be said, sensitive. 

Before Sunday's game against 
the Kansas City Royals, all but 
four or five players attended a 
morning chapel service. Then 
they went out and beat the 
Royals senseless, 10-1, for their 
19th victory in 21 games. Say all 
you want about a close-knit 
team, but if it’s 14 games-out of 
first place, what difference does 
it make? This club possesses the 
best winning percentage (.769) 
in baseball heading into last 
nights game against the Texas 
Rangers here. 

George Steinbrenner spent $72 
million to construct this year's 
club, and as a result, it may be 
the most talented in baseball. 
But genera] manager Brian 
Cashman said this clubhouse 
karma that everyone speaks of is 
no coincidence. The front office 
wanted to foster a sense of unity 
almost as much as it wanted to 
pile up wins so the organization 
designed a blueprint for the off¬ 
season. And those plans have 
come to fruition so far. 

The Yankees, at least in spirit, 
now resemble the 1996 world 
champions more than the divi¬ 
sive group that was bounced 
from the first round of the play¬ 
offs last October by an arguably 
less talented Cleveland Indians 
team. That strategy has worked 
as the Yankees are off to their 
best stan (20-6) m 40 years. 

“We felt, coining off the World 
Series, that there was a Three 
Musketeers-type attitude, you 
know, an all-for-one, one-for-all 
thing," Cashman said Monday. 
“With last year’s team, there was 
a sense of ‘We got what we 
wanted to accomplish, now f 
want yvjrafs best for me.'.Sqnje'. 
^^pple.cra^if team were just-irit.- 
it for themselves. We made a 
concerted effort to rid ourselves 
of those guys, and get guys in 
that could help.” 

Cashman didn't single out the 
bad seeds on last year’s club, but 
then again, it's not necessary. 
Just compare the two rosters and 
do the math. One player 
Cashman did mention as an inte¬ 
gral part of the healing process 
was third baseman Scott 
Brosius, who replaced the two- 
headed monster of Wade Boggs 
and Charlie Hayes. 


Underneath the 
surface of 

Brosius's Jaid- 
mufriK • back West Coast 
■ ‘ ". personality bums 
a competitive 
fire, and Sunday's game provid¬ 
ed a good example. 

With the Yankees leading 10-1 
in the ninth inning, Brosius slid 
hard into Royals shortstop Felix 
Martinez to break up a double 
play. As Brosius, who got on 
base when he was hit by a pitch, 
hopped to his feet, Martinez 
glared at him. “You never 
assume anything," Brosius said. 
“The game goes for nine 
innings; you don’t let up for nine 
innings." 

With questions of complacen¬ 
cy cropping up during this win¬ 
ning streak. Manager Joe Torre 
was satisfied by Brosius's argu¬ 
ment to the contrary. .“We play 
hard,” Torre said. “They looked 
at us like, ‘Why are you doing 
that up 10-1?’ But when you 
start not playing hard, that's 
when you hurt yourself. He just 
took a shot in the chest (by a 
pitch), so I'm sure he wasn't in 
the best frame of mind.” 

Brosius has been accepted eas¬ 
ily into the veteran core of the 
Yankees, along with the other 
new additions, right down to 
rookie Homer Bush. Bush, who 
sneaked onto the opening day 
roster and made his first start 
Sunday, was surprised by the 
way his teammates treated him 
before the game, telling him to 
relax and offering advice. 

“I was (.on) Cloud Nine,” he 
said. "They cared about my 
approach going onto the field.” 

The clubhouse operates these 
days like a support group, only 
there are not many dysfunction¬ 
al issues to address. Even Torre, 
the same manager who was 
harassed by talk of Davey 
Johnson only a month ago, is 
enjoying an unprecedented level 
of comfort He’s like a teacher 
with a class full of model stu¬ 
dents: They’ve already done all 
their homework, they're acing 
their tests and there are no fights 
in the schoolyard.

“This club seems to like each 
other on and off the field.” Said 
Cashman; “It was a wake-up 
call, some of the things that took 
place in the clubhouse last year, 
like a splash of cold water in the 
face.

That’s not to say it's the over¬ 
riding factor in our success, but 
it's an important factor. Winning 
is the bottom line, but it’s impor¬ 
tant to keep that chemistry 
together." (Newsday)

DENVER (AP) — Curtis 
Joseph recorded bis second 
straight shutout and Bill Guerin 
scored his sixth goal of the play¬ 
offs. helping the Edmonton 
Oilers clinch their first-round 
series with a 4-0 upset of the 
Colorado Avalanche on Monday 
night 

The Oilers, becoming only the 
14th team in NHL history to rally 
from a 3-1 deficit and win a best- 
of-7 series, will meet Dallas in 
the Western Conference semifi¬ 
nals. 

Edmonton also rebounded from 
a 3-1 deficit in the first round 
against Winnipeg in 1990, going 
on to win its fifth Stanley Cup. 

With his third consecutive 
standout game in goal, Joseph 
extended bis shutout streak to 
163 minutes, 40 seconds since 
allowing a breakaway goal to 
Stephane Yelle late in the first 
period of Game 5. He had 31 
saves. 

Colorado’s Patrick Roy, who 
failed in his third straight try for 
an NHL-record 100th playoff 
victory, had 13 saves. 

Although they were outshot 31- 
17, the Oilers capitalized on their 
scoring opportunities while lim¬ 
iting the chances of Colorado 
. stars Peter Forsberg and Joe 
Sakic, both of whom went score-, 
less for the third straight game. 

Edmonton took a 2-0 lead in 
the first period despite being out- 
shot 12-5 and having to kill off 
nearly eight penalty minutes.

Stewart named 
England Test captain 


LONDON (AP)—Alec Stewart 
was named yesterday as England's 
cricket Test captain, beating out 
Nasser Hussain for one of the 
most high-pressured jobs in 
British sport. 

Stewart, 35, will captain the si£* 
for this summer’s five-Test series 
against South Africa and the single 
Test against Sri Lanka in August 

Adam Hollioake, Stewart’s team 
captain at Surrey, retained the 
leadership of England's one-day 
team for this month’s series 
against the South Africans. 

Stewart succeeds Mike 
Atherton, who resigned last month 
after 4 1/2 years as captain. 

“It came down a decision 
between two—AJec and Nasser," 
chairman of selectors David 
Graveney said. “The deciding fac¬ 
tor is Alec's experience and 
respect within team." 

“Alec’s experience coupled with 
the respect in which he is held by 
the players convinced us that he is 
the man to lead the Test side." 

England has not beaten a major 
Test nation in a full series in more 
than 11 years. 

“Obviously I cannot wave a 
magic wand and everything will 
be all right but we will be compet¬ 
itive and be consistent and have a 
great chance of being a good 
side," Stewart said. 

Graveney said Hussain, who 
was Atherton’s vice captain for the 
past 18 months, would “still play a 
key pan in the onfield decision¬ 
making process." 

"Nasser remains an absolute 
pivotal part of the side,” he said.
